SI3,000 IN SUNDAY POLIO FUND DRIVE

More Than $25,000 Collected 
to Date—Need $10,000 More 

Eleven hundred Newton "mothers’ marched for dimes 
Sunday and collected more than $13,000 for the polio fund. 

The “mothers’ included high school students, girl 
scouts, and parents of both sexes, wearing “today I am a 
mother” labels. By the time all the returns are in a total 
of $15,000 is expected. 

Mrs. Frederick O. Dutton, mothers’ march chairman, 
said returns are not yet in from Newton Upper Falls, 
parts of Waban and Newton Highlands. 

Sunday’s collection raises the total raised in the 1956 
March of Dimes to more than $25,000. The Newtyn com¬ 
mittee hoped to raise more than $35,000, and may still do 
so, said Frederick A. Hunt, co-chairman. It will, however, 
take $58,000 to care for all Newton patients, he said. .. 

Sunday’s response was “terrific,” Mrs. Dutton said. 
“Last summer’s epidemic made people more polio con¬ 
scious,” she explained, pointing out that many Newton 
residents had large checks all ready for the canvassers. 

This year’s total represents a 50 percent increase of 
last year’s $9,400 total. All divisions but one have met 
with much better responses than last year, Mr. Hunt said, 
explaining that there was a 50 percent drop in coin card 
collections. Special gifts, and special events, such as the 
march and the Blue Crutch campaign, all have netted 
more, he said, and it is possible that people are waiting 
for these instead of mailing in their cards.

A forum on Massachusetts 
state taxation, believed to be the 
first of its kind, will be held Sat¬ 
urday, February 4, at Northeast¬ 
ern University, according to 
Professor Benjamin Arac, Di¬ 
rector of Northeastern’s Insti¬ 
tute of Taxation, who resides at 
12 Wamest road, Waban. 

THE FORUM, sponsored by 
ten professional societies in Ma- 
sachusetts, will be addressed by 
some of the most distinguished 
authorities in the field of Massa¬ 
chusetts taxation. 

Scheduled speakers include: 
John Dane, Jr., state Commis¬ 
sioner of Corporations and Tax¬ 
ation; Stephen S. Higgins, asso¬ 
ciate state Commissioner; for¬ 
mer Commissioner William A. 
Schan, now manager of the tax 
department of Price, Water- 
house and Company; and Her¬ 
man Stuetzer, Jr., partner in 
the firm of Lybrand, Ross Bro¬ 
thers and Montgomery. 

On the program will be discus¬ 
sions of developments in taxa 
tion and forms as they relate 


to Corporation Excise in the 
Commonwealth; valuation for¬ 
mulas to be applied to corporate 
excess; 1955 legislative changes 
in the taxation of individuals 
and non-resident income taxes.

Mathematical knowledge has 
to be built carefully from the 
ground up, warned Eugeoc Fer¬ 
guson, Department Head of 
Mathematics.

Raymond Ethler, French 
teacher, spoke for Miss Emily 
Burdon, Head of the Foreign 
Language Department, to toll 
parents that college language 
requirements can often be com¬ 
pleted on the high school level 
if there is careful planning and 
hard work. One language stud¬ 
ied to proficiency Is better than 
a smattering of several. 

CHAIRMAN of the Reading 
Clinic, Miss Edith Rideout, said 
parents must be readers because 
imitation of parents is basic to 
high school students. Reading 
aloud to them helps vocabulary 
and pronunciation. "Good stu¬ 
dents come from homes with 
books," she said. The idea that 
students ought to do whatever 
they want has been misinter¬ 
preted: "Students want direc¬ 
tion if kindly given.” 

Every teacher stressed that 
good scholarship and entry into 
college were Impossible without 
spending a great deal of time 
outside class on reading, writ¬ 
ing, ‘hinking and memorizing, 
which you may term homework, 
If you choose. Mr. Rinker added 
to the idea by saying that the 
home Influence is still far more 
important than the school Influ¬ 
ence and that some sacrifices 
may be made at home to give 
the student a time and place 
for study. "Teachers,” hp said, 
“are discouraged by parents and 
students who want something 
for nothing.” 

Kent Barrabee, sophomore 
student, Jammed up his talk on 
program planning by saying, 
"The school depends upon the 
parents, the parents depend on 
the school, and the students rely 
on both.” 

THE IMPORTANCE of marks 
was emphasized by Miss Jac¬ 
queline King, a senior, whose 
topic wad “I Wish I Had 
Known.” Miss King urged stu¬ 
dents to budget their time in 
order to have ample hours for 
study and still have leisure for 
worthwhile extracurricular ac¬ 
tivities. 

Speaking for the parents, Mrs. 
Robert G Toher said that more 
Information should be given to 
parents and students in junior 
high school regarding curricula. 
Homework might well be given 
in elementary. grades and defi¬ 
nitely on the junior high level, 
Mr. Norman Green, a junior 
high school parent, asked the 
question, "How can a student be 
made to study?” Dr. Leo Bar¬ 
ry, Principal of the High School, 
who moderated the question pe¬ 
riod, said that parents should 
set an example since high school 
students imitate adults. 

Typical of the reaction of the 
audience of 650, was the com¬ 
ment “This is the first program 
I have heard that Has made 
learning respectable.”

Dredded Complication Has Not 
Yet Been Wiped Out Says Doctor 


“The dreaded complication of 
pulmonary tuberculosis in chil¬ 
dren — tuberculosis meningitis 
— has not been completely 
wiped out,” Di. Herbert Kauf¬ 
man, Clinical Associate at Bos¬ 
ton City Hospital, told a group 
of Professional workers from 
twenty-four local tuberculosis 
associations throughout the 
State, at their mid-winter meet¬ 
ing held at »the Brookline 
Health Center Fridav, January 
13. 

Intensive research on the pre¬ 
vention of this disease, which a 
few years ago was 100 per cent 
fatal to children, is now going 
on in 32 pediatric centers 
throughout the United States 
and Puerto Rico, he reported. 


“These nation-wide studies 
! have developed as a result of 
the recent discovery that no 
child with tuberculosis has de¬ 
veloped tuberculosis meningitis 
while being ticated with ison- 
iazid." 

Last year there were 2,361 
new cases of tuberculosis which 
added to those already in exist¬ 
ence, and increased the possi¬ 
bility of infecting others. “To¬ 
day there are 145 children at 
the North Reading Sanator¬ 
ium,” said Dr. Kaufman, "vic¬ 
tims of our failure to protect 
them from developing tubercu¬ 
losis.” 

1,200 boys and girls are now 
being studied under the re¬ 
search projects, Dr. Kaufman 


I told the audience. He praised 
the work being accomplished 
and predicted a significant an 
j swer to this problem by 1957. 

Dr. Kaufman’s research pro¬ 
ject in the prevention of tuber¬ 
culosis meningitis at Boston 
City Hospital has been made 
possible by financial support 
from the United States Public 
Health Service, the National 
Tuberculosis Association, the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis and 
Health League, and its twenty- 
four local affiliated associa- 
i tions.

Practically everything of any conse¬ 
quence will be settled before the delegates 
will oven be elected. 

This is how well informed Republicans ' 
say their State ticket will line up for next 
November’s election: 

For Governor—Lieutenant Governor 
Sumner G. Whittier of Everett. 

For Lieutenant Governor—Republican 
House Leader Charles Gibbons of Stone- 
ham. 

For Attorney General—Attorney Gen¬ 
eral George Fingold of Concord. 

For State Treasurer—State Senator 
John Adams of Andover. 

An attempt undoubtedly will be made to 
use the last two spots on the GOP slate 
to achieve geographical and racial balance. 

Some Republican politicians are still 
holding out hope that Governor Herter 
will be a candidate for reelection. But 
there is every reason to believe that Mr. 
Herter has decided that this will be his 
last year on Beacon Hill, barring only 
the now rather remote possibility that 
President Eisenhower might make a 
strong request to him to run again. 

The Republican high command, in 
which Governor Herter has the chief 
voice, would not be intervening to prevent 
any damaging battle for their party’s 
gubernatorial nomination, if Herter were 
to be a candidate. 

GOP leaders, of course, will not ad¬ 
mit officially that any hush-hush meet¬ 
ings have been held to determine who 
will run for what In order to avert any 
battles that would leave scars upon 
their party. Publicly, they would un¬ 
doubtedly deny that such a subject was 
ever discussed. 

It is more than a coincidence, how¬ 
ever, that Republican House Leader Char¬ 
les Gibbons has decided that he will be a 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor and 
not for Governor. 

Gibbons is now serving his 14th year 
in the House. He has moved up though 
the ranks and has held just about every 
office and every honor in that body, in¬ 
cluding the Speakership. 

He would have strong support in a 
fight for the gubernatorial nomination. 
The House members usually come pretty 
close to dominating a State convention. 
But Gibbons is a good political soldier, 
and he has suddenly revised his conven¬ 
tion objective without any complaint and 
without any real explanation for doing so. 

Congressman Laurence Curtis, who 
has also been mentioned as a prospective 
gubernatorial candidate, just as has Gib¬ 
bons, is similarly out of the contention. 

As for Curtis it may be at least partly 
a case of political self-preservation. He 
can’t afford to become involved in any 
side conflicts that might weaken him even 
in the slightest degree. 

Curtis is one of the top Democratic 
targets. The Democrats are going all out 
in their drive to capture the seat he holds 
on Capitol Hill. 

Massachusetts Democrats have set 
three primary objectives for next Novem¬ 
ber’s election. 7. To regain the Gov¬ 
ernorship. 2. To achieve control of the 
State Senate. 3. To unseat Curtis. 

A large portion of the funds raised at 
the big Jefferson-Jackson Democratic din¬ 
ner this Saturday night will be used for 
the enrollment of new voters, and a size¬ 
able part of it will be funneled into the 
Curtis district. 

Even ex-Governor Paul A. Dever, who 
under orders from his physician is not 
taking too active a role in politics, is help¬ 
ing out with a campaign for the registra¬ 
tion of Democratic voters in Newton as a 
preliminary to the fight that will be made 
against Congressman Curtis or Senator 
Richard H. Lee. 

There is no certainty yet as to who 
Curtis’ Democratic adversary will be in 
the November showdown battle. It 
might be Jackson J. Holtz, who gave 
mm m tight fight two years ago, or it 
may be former City Councillor Freder¬ 
ick C. Haller, Jr., who faced both Cur¬ 
tis and a Republican tide in 1952; or 
it may be a newcomer. 

The Democrats know there is no 
chance of unseating Edith Rogers or Joe 
Martin or John Heselton, and they’re not 
going to waste any strength trying. In¬ 
stead, they’ll concentrate it on a drive 
against Curtis in what may be one of the 
most hectic conflicts of the campaign. 

The Republicans, meanwhile, are strip¬ 
ping down their own decks for battle ac¬ 


tion and planning their own counter-of¬ 
fensive to recapture control of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
and to win back the position held by Con¬ 
gressman Torbert MacDonald of Malden. 

That’s why they’re not going to allow 
any damaging fights within their own 
party that would weaken their strength 
and lessen their firepower for November, 
if they can help it. 

The GOP politicos don’t know at this 
point how much help the members of their 
State ticket will get this year from their 
party’s candidate for President. 

A good many Republican candidates 
rode into office on the political coattails 
of President Eisenhower in 1952. Prac¬ 
tically every GOP contender would benefit 
to some extent from Ike’s popularity, if 
he runs for another term. 

Republican prospects in Massachu¬ 
setts would be boosted tremendously, if 
Governor Herter is selected as the GOP 
nominee for either President or Vice 
President. 

That same Republican strength would 
not be generated down the ballot, if Vice 
President Nixon or Senator Knowland 
were spearheading the GOP fight across 
the nation. 

It is fair to say that some Republican 
candidates in tight districts in this State 
might win election next fall, if Eisenhower 
or Herter were on their national ticket, 
and lose with Nixon or Knowland. 

That’s a matter of cold, practical 
politics. That’s why so many GOP 
politicians spend so much time trying to 
convince themselves that Ike will be 
leading their party’s fight, and it is why 
so many shrewd Republican leaders are 
hoping for the best and getting ready for 
the worst. 

Republican candidates have clubbed 
each other into semi-consciousness in bit¬ 
ter primary fights in the past, but that 
apparently Will not be allowed to happen 
in Massachusetts. 

The party leaders realize that the con¬ 
vention can leave just as bitter feelings as 
primaries. When Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
defeated Sinclair Weeks for the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for U. S. Senator 20 
years ago, it started a feud that lasted for 
16 years and ended only when Lodge and 
Weeks came together in the Eisenhower 
camp in 1952. 

Truman to Speak at Fund Raising Dinner 

Massachusetts Democrats will stage 
a big harmony fund-raising Jefferson- 
Jackson dinner at the Sheraton Plaza 
Hotel on Saturday night, with former 
President Harry S. Truman the main ora¬ 
torical attraction. 

There will not be the slightest evidence 
of the knock-down struggle waged for 
months for the control of the Democratic 
State Committee. The Democrats will 
give another demonstration that they 
have a far greater knack for putting aside 
their party feuds than do their Republi¬ 
can cousins. 

They will present a united front, and 
the Democratic battle cry will be sounded 
by such speakers as ex-President Tru¬ 
man, Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Butler, ex-Governor Dever, 
Senator Kennedy and Chairman Burke. 

But a meeting of the Democratic 
State Committee on Saturday afternoon, 
before the dinner, may not prove quite as 
harmonious. Democratic State Commit¬ 
teeman Peter J. Cloherty has served no¬ 
tice that he has a few things to say and 
that he is going to say them at Satur¬ 
day’s session, dinner or no dinner. 

It was Cloherty, who drew a bead on 
Senator Kennedy and Mayor Hynes at a 
State Committee meeting in Worcester a 
week ago last Saturday and demanded to 
know why they were selected as delegates 
to the Democratic national convention 
from Massachusetts, although the answer 
to that question is pretty obvious. 

Cloherty has been assembling informa¬ 
tion on the efforts being made by persons 
close to Senator Kennedy, notably Kenny 
O’Donnell, former Harvard football cap¬ 
tain, to line up candidates to run against 
some of the present State Committee 
members. And he intends to blaze out 
with both barrels Saturday afternoon. 

Democratic State Chairman Burke is 
determined to maintain party harmony on 
the afternoon of the day the Democrats 
are holding their big banquet of the year, 
but there is considerable conjecture as to 
how he proposes to achieve it.

Is the probation system in spending only a fraction of this 
Massachusetts an effective sys¬ 
tem? Since many criminal of¬ 


fenders are young people who 
can be rehabilitated it Is vital 
to everybody for it to be very 
good. Unhappily, the Massa¬ 
chusetts probation system has 
many Inequities—In case loads 
carried by the various proba¬ 
tion officers, in salaries and in 
handling the problems. 

The Wessell Committee, 
which was appointed by Gov¬ 
ernor Herter, in its report rec¬ 
ommended certain changes in 
the probation system. It Is ex¬ 
pected that legislation will be 
filed accordingly during the 
1056 session of the General 
Court. 

It has been demonstrated 
that probation is a safe, ef¬ 
fective, economical method of 
rehabilitating a majority of of¬ 
fenders. Massachusetts in the 
past several decades has lagged 
behind the advances of many 
states. The maintenance of a 
prisoner In a correctional insti-' 
tution ranges from $1,000 to 
$2,500 while adequate and ef¬ 
fective probation costs between 
$150 and $200 per year per case 
for both investigation and 
supervision. Massachusetts is 


on probation services. Ade¬ 
quate probation services in all 
courts would allow for full use 
of probation, which will save 
the taxpayer money and will 
allow for the development of 
small, specialized correctional 
institutions. 

The Wessell Report recom¬ 
mends that the present Board 
of Probation, which has no 
mandatory powers, be replaced 
by a Commissioner of Proba¬ 
tion with clearly defined pow¬ 
ers, and a personnel examln 
ing committee to qualify or 
disqualify applicants for pro¬ 
bation officer. This examining 
committee would be composed 
of the commissioner, two 
judges appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor, and the Chief Justice of 
Superior Court. Probation dis¬ 
tricts of the Superior Courts 
should be consolidated into one 
integrated probation depart¬ 
ment under a full-time proba¬ 
tion director with administra¬ 
tive powers. The costs of pro¬ 
bation services In the Superior 
Court should be assumed by 
the state. To assume that pro¬ 
bation is fully utilized as a cor¬ 
rectional instrument the proba¬ 
tion staffs of the courts should 


be Increased In accordance with 
practical standards of work 
load and performance. At 
present, case loads In many In¬ 
stances are very large. Finally, 
It is recommended that consid¬ 
eration be given to whether 
the practice of making social 
investigations of offenders 
prior to determination of guilt 
should be discontinued. 

Watch for legislation denlln'T 
with the probation officers a 3 
It is in this field of correction 
lhat most of the rehabilitation 
is carried out. To quote frnni 
the Wessell Report: "It must 
always be borne In mind t rt 
a large number of offenders 
coming to the criminal courts 
and the correctional system 
are parents and young people 
between eighteen and twenty 
three who still have the possi 
bllity of parenthood ahead of 
them. How the courts and the 
correctional system deal with 
the individual afreets, directly, 
the future stability and com¬ 
munity life In the Common¬ 
wealth.’’ 

A study of probation is part 
of the program of the State 
League of Women Voters, and 
In line with this, the Newton 
League has been studying this 
subject.

Mr. Beckwith is head of the 
Victory Plastics Company, a 
subsidiary of the Beckwith-Ar- 
den Corporation. For many 
years this plant has been en¬ 
gaged in the development and 
production of plastic products. 

From the research laborato¬ 
ries of the Victory Company 
have come numerous innova¬ 
tions which have materially 
added to our national defense. 
Of course, much that goes on in 
the Victory Plant is classified 
"top-secret,” but a few develop¬ 
ments are now openly used by 
the government and can be enu¬ 
merated. 

The plastic body armor first 
used in the Korean War was 
developed at Mr. Beckwith’s 
plant. This plastic device will 
stop a bullet and is now being 
used as standard equipment by 
the Armed Services. 

Another development being 
used by the government is the 
plastic anti-personnel mine. The 
disadvantage of the ordinary 
metal mine is that it can easily 
be detected by magnetic equip¬ 
ment and hence be rendered 
useless. The plastic mine, being 
nonmagnetic, circumvents this 
problem. 

All the products coming from 
the Victory Company are not so 
destructive. During World War 
II the Air Force was faced with 
the problem of vacuum sealing 
their life saving equipment. The 
plant went to work on this and 
found a way to seal this equip¬ 
ment without sticking, thus pav¬ 
ing the way for the vacuum seal. 
This process has been carried 
over into the manufacture of 
stitchless plastic raincoats. 

The business man is usually 
characterized as hard and Insen¬ 
sitive, while the artist is thought 
of as a sensitive, aesthetic man, 
completely oblivious to practical¬ 
ities. Mr. Beckwith is a happy 
combination of both. For a few 
years he earned his living as a 
landscape and mural painter, 
and now, of course, he is a suc¬ 
cessful business man. 

Mr. Beckwith had evidenced 
an interest in art while attend¬ 
ing Harvard University. When 
he was graduated he decided to 
follow his bent and went to 
Paris to study and paint. After 
his return from Europe he set 
up a studio on Newbury Street. 

Although Mr. Beckwith has 
given up painting as a living, 
his interest in art has not 
waned. His home is luxuriously 
adorned with many valuable 
pieces. 

During World War II, Mr. 
Beckwith, an excellent saxophon¬ 
ist, joined a business man’s band 
sponsored by the U.S.O. These 
men spent many hours playing 
for the service men’s clubs 
around Boston. This actively 
lasted over five years. 

For the past two years Edwin 
Beckwith has been an active vol¬ 
unteer for the Massachusetts 
Heart Association. In 1955 and 
also for this year, Mr. Beckwith 
has been the General Chairman 
for Newton for the February 
Heart Fund-Raising Campaign.

noise of 100 dbs. so, in compari¬ 
son, the siren will make a tre¬ 
mendous racket. Dr. Navez, 
head of the Science Department, 
commenting on the power of the 
siren said, “It packs a wallop 
that will send everybody out of 
their shoes.” * 

The siren, powered by a twen¬ 
ty horsepower motor, will be a 
vital link in Newton’s current 
program to give 100% air raid 
warning to the city. Seven of 
these sirens are being added to 
ten existing smaller ones. Our 
siren costs over $2300 and the 
cost is being split by the city 
and the federal government. 

When the electrically run 
siren is connected in late April, 
it will be tested every Friday at 
noon. This siren, although on 
top of us, is meant to be heard 
by a large area of Newton. Hold 
on to your ears, friends, because 
thar she blows.

calories." We take this to mean 
that people who are overweight 
should avoid rich foods. But 
the fact is that everybody, even 
those whose weight is normal, 
should be concerned with calo¬ 
ries — not so much with count¬ 
ing them but with distinguish¬ 
ing between two different kinds 
of calories, for the kind of calo¬ 
ries in our diet holds the key to 
good nutrition. 

An Important defect In the 
U.S. diet is the large consump¬ 
tion of “empty” calories — a de¬ 
fect which has worsened by 
about 40 per cent in the last 40 
years. 

What are "empty” calories? 
They are sources of body ener¬ 
gy that provide virtually none 
of the minerals or vitamins es¬ 
sential for health. They are 
found primarily in sugar and 
cooking fats. If the intake of 
fats and sugar in our diet 
should be curtailed to cut down 
on “empty" calories, where do 
we find the "fuU" calories that 
do contain the minerals and vita¬ 
mins we need? They are found 
In meat, eggs, and milk, starchy 
and watery vegetables, and 
fruit. For better nutrition we 
should eat more of these foods. 

It would be ironic indeed if 
well-fed America should suffer 
from poor nutrition because.we 
don’t know what kinij of calo¬ 
ries to count!

Newton Legislators Split on Bill to Abolish Death Penalty 
Democrats Feel “Not a Chance that Eisenhower Will Bun" 


Newton members of the Massachusetts House of Rep¬ 
resentatives split this week during the hot battle over a 
proposal for abolishing the death penalty in this State 
for a trial five-year period. 

Representative George E. Rawson was one of the 
leaders in the fight to block the move. Representatives 
Arthur C. Heaney and Donald L. Gibbs also voted against 
the bill. The lone Newton vote in support of the bill was 
cast by Representative Irene K. Thresher. 

Rawson declared bluntly that murderers such as the 
three men now awaiting execution for a slaying not long 
ago in Newton are not entitled to the hand of mercy and 
to be spared from the electric chair. 

In his argument against the elimination of capital 
punishment in Massachusetts, Rawson also cited the case 
of two Newton police officers who were shot down in cold 
blood by gunmen in a car they had stopped. 


Yesterday (Wednesday), 
Norumbega Council Inc., Boy 
Scouts of America held a 
Council Court of Honor at the 
Wellesley Junior High School.

Democrats Confident Ikt Not to Ran 

One of the most surprising undercur¬ 
rents to the big Jefferson-Jackson fund¬ 
raising dinner was that the Democrats, 
although an out-of-power party both in 
I the state and in the nation, actually ap¬ 
peared over-confident about the outcome 
of next November's election. 

Their attitude was much the same as 
that of the Republicans in 1948, when they 
assumed that all they had to do was to 
sit back and wait for the votes to be 
i counted. The Democrats will not repeat the 
GOP philosophy of adopting a don’t-tip- 
over the applecart philosophy, but they are 
! convinced that the political tide is rolling 
i In their direction. 

It will come as almost as much of a 
! shock to the Democrats, if President Ei¬ 
senhower should announce in the next 
i few weeks that he is going to seek a sec- 
; ond term, as it will to the Republicans, if 
; he announces he is not going to run, be¬ 
cause nobody could be found at the $100- 
a-plate banquet who was willing to admit 

• he thought Ike’s name would be on the 
. ballot next fall. 

Democratic National Committee 

• Chairman Paul M. Butler pretty well 
summed his party’s attitude on the sub- 

• ject when he declared at a press con- 
! ference that in his opinion “there is not 
1 a chance that Mr. Eisenhower will run 
I again.” 

Butler expressed the belief that Ike’s 
.’ statements plainly indicate that he is lead- 
l ing up to a pronouncement that he will rc- 
i tire to the calm and quiet of private life 
; when he concludes his present term. 

To this onlooker it seemed that one 
Democratic to whom Butler has not quite 
succeeded in selling that idea is ex-Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman. If Truman were as 
certain, as Butler professes to be, it is un¬ 
likely that he would be devoting so much 
time to hammering out an issue on the 
President’s ability to execute fully the du¬ 
ties and powers of his office. 

Mr. Truman has never been one to tip¬ 
toe lightly past any political subject, and 
he is not doing so on the matter of Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s heart attack. In effect, 
he has served notice that as far as he is 
concerned, the President’s physical condi¬ 
tion will be a campaign issue, if Ike does 
stand for another term. 

“I can tell you this,” he declared in one 
speech, “we’re going to give theAmcrican 
people a chance to vote for a President 
and not for a regency or a part-time chair¬ 
man of a board.” 

No one had to ask Mr. Truman wfcat 
he meant by that assertion or when he 
said that a President should be able to do 
the work of six men or not seek to occupy 
the White House, or that the "Presidency 
is a killing job and a man must be young 
and vigorous enough to meet the situa¬ 
tion.” 

There is some conjecture among the 
more conservative Democrats whether 
Truman’s give-’em-hell approach is help¬ 
ing or hurting their party and whether 
there is much sense to building Ike’s phy¬ 
sical condition into a campaign issue until 
and unless the President himself an¬ 
nounces that he is to be a candidate. The 
only purpose they can see for such trag- 
egy is to bring indirect pressure on Ei¬ 
senhower not to run. 

Although Adlai Stevenson should be 
the titular leader of the Democratic 
party in the nation and Robert F. Mur¬ 
phy the party’s top chieftaiu in Massa¬ 
chusetts, the fact is that the real titular 
leaders in the eyes of rank and file De¬ 
mocrats are Truman and ex-Governor 
Paul A. Dever. 

As a result, Truman’s get-in-there-and 
slug philosophy has had an effect upon 
Stevenson who seemingly is veering 
away from his course of moderation. 

While the Democrats will not come out 
and make any public predictions of things 
to happen in the opposition ranks, their 

P rivate consensus of opinion is that Vice 
resident Richard M. Nixon will be the 
Republican nominee for President. They 
do not believe that Governor Her ter has 
much chance of getting the Presidential 
endorsement. In Herter's case, of course, 
the Democratic wish may be father to the 
thought, just at it is in the instance of 
Eisenhower. 

It is a foregone conclusion as far as 
Massachusetts Democrats are concerned 
that Lieutenant Governor Sumner G. 


Whittier will be the GOP candidate for 
Governor. In fact, the Democrats, with¬ 
out waiting to find out who their own gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate will be, already have 
opened fire on Whittier. 

Ex-Governor Dever devoted a portion 
of his speech at the Jefferson-Jackson 
dinner to a ringing blast at Whittier, re¬ 
ferring to him as “Silent Sumner” and 
demanding to know where he stands on 
the issues which have been the subject of 
bitter controversy on Beacon Hill. 

Dever made but passing mention of 
the Herter regime and in doing so con¬ 
ceded for all practical purpose that the 
Republican target on which he will draw 
a bead in the months to come is Whittier 
and not Herter. 

A paradox in the current political sit¬ 
uation is that the Democrats appear to be 
a good deal more certain about who th 
Republican nominees will be in Massachu¬ 
setts than they are about the likely iden¬ 
tity of their own standard-bearers. 

As the Democrats see it, the GOP 
ticket in the Bay State will be headed by 
Whittier for Governor, Republican 
House Leader Charles Gibbons for Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor and George Fingold 
for Attorney General. But they make 
no forecasts as to who their Democratic 
counterparts will be. Ex-President Tru¬ 
man even suggested that Dever run 
again for the Governorship. 

They concede that Governor’s Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick J. McDonough is running 
by himself well out in front in the race 
for the Democratic gubernatorial endorse¬ 
ment, and then they begin asking who 
McDonough’s opponents will be at the De¬ 
mocratic pre-primary State convention in 
June. 

Thomas H. Buckley of Abington, for¬ 
mer head of the State commission on ad¬ 
ministration and finance, will announce 
his candidacy against McDonough within 
the next few weeks. Former State Treas¬ 
urer Foster Furcolo received a fine ova¬ 
tion at the Jefferson-Jackson dinner. His 
supporters have distributed a pamphlet 
booming him as a gubernatorial prospect, 
but Furcolo himself neither acts nor talks 
like a candidate for Governor. Neither 
does District Attorney Garrett H. Byrne 
who is widely mentioned as a possibility.

McDonough and Skerry 
May Fight for Nomination 

It is possible that the contest for the 
top spot on the Democratic State ticket 
may wind up in a test of strength between 
McDonough and Speaker Michael F. 
Skerry. The only certainty now, how¬ 
ever, is that McDonough will be in the 
thick of the "Ogardless of who his 

adversaries may be. 

But what \. w.urted out to say was 
that at their $100-a-plate banquet the De¬ 
mocrats seemeef not only confident but 
over-confident concerning the coming 
campaign. 

For one thing they feel that the fact 
that they have been out of power for the 
past three years has served to weld their 
party together and influence all its fac¬ 
tions to join together in a common cause. 

They also point to some fairly im¬ 
pressive statistics to support their conten¬ 
tion that a Democratic current is flowing. 

Since the 1952 election, they cite, they 
have regained control of both houses of 
Congress, have picked up nine Governor¬ 
ships and lost none, and in State contests 
have wrested away 508 legislative seats 
from the Republicans and lost but five. 

The claims and the figures have a fam¬ 
iliar ring, GOP politicos were saying al¬ 
most exactly the same thing back in 1948. 
• • • • 

The Democratic analysts figure, in¬ 
cidentally, that Adlai E. Stevenson will 
have the Democratic Presidential nomina¬ 
tions sewed up, if he can get by his con¬ 
flicts with Senator Estes Kefauver in 
California and Florida. 

Stevenson will be the favorite in the 
Presidential primaries in both States. He 
is better organized, but the backing of 
more party leaders, has more money to 
spend, and can devote more time to cam¬ 
paigning than can Kefauver who is an¬ 
chored in Washington part of the time 
by his Senatorial duties. 

But there is a possibility that Kefauver 
might score an upset in either or both 
States. If he should, it would deal a crip¬ 
pling and possibly a fatal blow to Ste¬ 
venson’s chances.

La Salle String Quartet Concert 
Sponsored By Ward School P. T. A. 


The second in the series of 
fine music concerts which the 
Ward School PTA is sponsor¬ 
ing as part of the school cur¬ 
riculum took place in the Ward 
School auditorium Tuesday 
morning, January 31, with a per¬ 
formance by the La Salle String 
Quartet. The\£rd, 4th, and 5th 
grades enjoyed a program of 
chamber music played by a 
group which is ranked with the 
half-dozen great string quartets 
before the public today. The La¬ 
Salle String Quartet, originally 
formed at the Jullliard School 
of Music, and now Quartet-in- 
residence at the Cincinnati Col¬ 
lege of Music, brings its talents 
to school children through 
Young Audiences, Inc. 

Ward School PTA is one of 
many PTA groups in the coun¬ 
try to sponsor artists from 
Young Audiences, but is the 
first to do so in Newton. The 
idea behind these concerts is 
to give grade school youngsters 
a taste of first-class musical 
concerts. In essesnee, it is a 
practical application of the uni¬ 
versally accepted theory that 
(here is nothing more important 
in educating a child musically 
than to have beautiful music 
performed within his hearing. 

These concerts are made es¬ 
pecially accessible to the under¬ 


standing of cnlldren by the use 
of a new technique developed 
by the group for its children's 
concerts. The musicians are 
friendly and informal. With a 
relaxed, matter-of-fact approach 
they use direct commentary and 
explanations, encourage chil¬ 
dren to ask questions, and dem¬ 
onstrate the complex tech¬ 
niques of their art in a simple 
way. For instance, in their pro¬ 
gram of short works by Bee¬ 
thoven, Mozart, Debussy, and 
Bartok, the composer’s idea 
was explained in terms of a 
‘ conversation" between the va¬ 
rious instruments. There were 
also demonstrations of the 
ranges of tone In the instru¬ 
ments and the part each could 
play in the quartet. As in the 
preceding concert the children 
were attentive and interested, 
eagerly asking questions of the 
musicians aoout their instru¬ 
ments and their careers. 

The third and final concert 
of the series by the N.Y. Wood¬ 
wind Quintet will be presented 
some time in April.

Adequate exits with the prop¬ 
er provisions for their prompt 
emergency use are the most im¬ 
portant of the several factors 
in life snfety from building 
fires, both in the home or in 
business, except in the case of 
flaah fires or explosions. 

All building codes and vari¬ 
ous laws and regulations, in¬ 
clude Exit requirements. Such 
requirements vary widely, but 
in practically every case specify 
fhaximum distances to reach an 
Exit, provide for capacity of 
exits in relation to number of 
occupants, specify the size and 
character of stairways, doors 
and other exit facilities and In¬ 
clude various Incidental provi¬ 
sions. The greatest variation 
is in provisions for relating exit 
capacity to population, or to 
area which is a convenient 


measure of the maximum num¬ 
ber of occupants for which tho 
exits must be provided. There 
are two theories of such deter¬ 
mination; one that exits must 
be sufficient to empty tho build¬ 
ings in a specified time, the oth¬ 
er that the stairway enclosures 
or other safe areas of refuge 
must be of sufficient size to ac¬ 
commodate the entire popula¬ 
tion of the building. The first 
theory is primarily applicable 
to low buildings, the second to 
high buildings. Neither is ap¬ 
plicable to all situations and 
most codes are a requirement 
based on a combination of the 
two. 

The need for emergency 
egress depends upon the char¬ 
acter of the construction of the 
building, the first hazards of the 1 
contehts, the fire protection pro- < 


vided and the physical and men¬ 
tal conditions of the occupants. 
Logically the required exit fa¬ 
cilities should be varied in ac¬ 
cordance with all of these fac¬ 
tors, but as a practical matter 
they can he covered only to a 
limited extent in code require¬ 
ments. 

Exit facilities should be de¬ 
signed for use under conditions 
of panic, bearing in mind the 
likelihood that persons Other¬ 
wise normal may behave ir¬ 
rationally in case of a fire. It 
must also he remembered that 
panic can occur when there is 
not a fire connected to the occa¬ 
sion. Several cases of serious 
loss of life have occurred in 
panics induced by a mistaken 
cry of fire. ' 

This condition is most likely 
to be serious where large 
crowds are present and least 
likely to occur in modern fire 
resistant buildings which are 
not densely- populated. 

Many cases are on record 
where a large loss of life was 


due to the fact that people 
failed to notice- use other 
exits that were available. 

When yOu are In arty public 
building, theatre, hall or gath¬ 
erings, be sure to take special 
notice of the locations of the 
various exits so that you could 
use them if necessary. The few 
moments taken to notice the 
various exits might be the 
means of saving your life and 
that of many others. Make It a 
practice of doing this every¬ 
where you go.

The above is an introduction 
to a three page pamphlet pub¬ 
lished and now being distributed 
by the Weights and Measures 
Department of Newton. Refer¬ 
ring to the pamphlet says the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce, 
"It’s simple and definite terms 
of computation sets forth in dol¬ 
lars the cost to everybody, 
whether buyer or seller, of vari- 
j ous scale errors multiplied over 
a period of time. The pamphlet 
; is published by the Depart¬ 
ment of Weights and Measures 
of the City of Newton as a pub¬ 
lic service, and its value so im¬ 
pressed us that we have so¬ 
cked copies thereof for en¬ 
closure with the current Bulletin 
of the Chamber." 

The booklet continues. "To re¬ 
turn to the illustration and 
prove that an ounce is worth 
$1,875: A scale that is inaccur¬ 
ate by one ounce is costing 
someone a pound every 16 
weighings, or 6.25 pounds for 
every 100 weighings, (1/16x100). 
If the commodity is worth $1 a 
pound at 100 weighings a day 
for 300 days of a year the cost 
is $1,875. (6.25x300). That's im¬ 
portant \money for any little 
Ounce, and it doesn't have to he 
diamonds that are being weigh¬ 
ed.. It happens all alone in the 
marketplace." 

This is true whether from the 
cost angle of a producer or man¬ 
ufacturer, as a matter of profit 
to a merchant, or to you as a 
consumer. The Newton Weights 
and Measures Department ad¬ 
vises customers to always be 
sure that a scale registers ex¬ 
actly on zero at no load, before 
| weighing operations are com¬ 
menced. and the pamphlet con¬ 
cludes with this advice to ccr- 
chants “Don’t give merchandise 
away - give merchandise a 
weigh.”

So( n, Kay Elbaum will re¬ 
ceive a Master of Arts Degree 
in Psychiatric Social Work from 
Simmons College. While work¬ 
ing for this degree she contin¬ 
ued her regular duties of keep¬ 
ing home for her husband and 
11 year-old daughter, participa¬ 
ting in the work of many social 
and health agencies, and acting 
as First Vice • Chairman in 
Charge of Registration for the 
Newton Republican City Com¬ 
mittee. I believe that everyone 
will admit that each of these 
activities taken separately is a 
full tJmc job in itself. 

Mrs Elbaum's interest in the 
mentally handicapped takes 
two forms: (1 > as a preventa¬ 
tive problem at the community 
level and <2> the problem con¬ 
cerning treatment. 

Although the statistics sur¬ 
rounding mental deviations are 
unclear, it is estimated that one 
in twenty of us will suffer some 
sort of mental disorder during 
his or her lifetime. This being 
generally true, then it is essen¬ 
tial for a preventative program 
to be organized in the commun¬ 
ity. This program, of course, 
would differ quite radically 
from a physical disease prevent¬ 
ing program, but would serve 
the same end. 

The psychiatric social workers 
role In a community nwareness 
program is basic. First, through 
her education and experience, 
she helps define the areas of 


the problem. Second, she helps 
organize the community forces 
into a working team. Thirdly, 
she helps with counselling and 
lastly she is instrumental in 
bringing mental health Into the 
open and hence breaking down 
the phobias of fear and shame 
surrounding this illness. 

Perhaps one of the great tra¬ 
gedies of the mental health pro¬ 
gram Is the lack of physical and 
human resources to treat the 
disease. Mental hospitals are ov¬ 
ercrowded, poorly maintained, 
and desperately understaffed. It 
is claimed that the curative as¬ 
pects of this situation could be 
much advanced if there were 
more adequately trained people. 
Mrs. Elbaum, with her recent 
degree, will bo able to do a little 
something toward alleviating 
this side of the problem. 

As First Vice Chairman of the 
Newton Republican City Com¬ 
mittee In Charge of Registra¬ 
tion, Mrs. Elbaum is doing an¬ 
other very interesting anti es 
sentlal job. As the title Implies, 
she is Interested in inducing 
Republicans to register for the 
primaries, 

Regardloss of party prefer¬ 
ence, registering and voting in 
the primaries is basic to good 
government. It is in the pri¬ 
maries that we select the men 
who will compete for political 
office, both within the state and 
nationally. When we neglect to 
vote wo are betraying our right, 
our privilege, nnd our duty as a 
citizen.

Despite Medical Report, Ike May Still Decide Not to Run; 

It may not be entirely safe to leap at the conclusion 
that the report by President Eisenhower’s doctors means 
that he is going to stand for reelection. It is a reasonable 
assumption, and it is the one being reached by virtually 
all Republican politicians and by the vast majority of 
political observers. 

GOP leaders, however, would do well to temper their 
jubilation with a measure of caution because even before 
the President suffered his heart attack there were some 
signs that he was disposed not to seek another term. 

All the evidence available seems to indicate that Ike 
himself has not yet reached the decision, which only he 
can make, and there is still no certainty that he will de¬ 
cide to lead next fall’s Republican campaign or to under¬ 
take the strain of the Presidency for another four years. 

He would be a heavy favorite to achieve reelection, 
if he does run. The presence of his name on the ballot 
would greatly improve GOP prospects in the contests for 
other offices, including the fight for the Massachusetts 
Governorship and the battle that will be waged for con¬ 
trol of the next Congress.

Plan Inoculation 
For Polio Here 
Of 3000 Children 

Newton Health Director Dr. 
Henry W. Godfrey has request¬ 
ed enough Salk polio vaccine 
to inoculate the nearly 3,000 
children who received their 
first shots last year. 

ALTHOUGH the vaccine will 
be available soon, Newton will 
not set up its vaccination pro¬ 
gram immediately, but will 
wait and see whether the state 
will inaugurate a public pro¬ 
gram for all children up to age 
14. It would be more conven¬ 
ient to give all the shots at one 
time, than to give them to the 
second and third graders now 
eligible and then to the younger 
and older children. 

40 or 50 doctors would be 
required to give the shots, 
working in teams each morn¬ 
ing for 10 weeks. The shots for 
'lregnant women probably 
vould be handled by Newton- 
Vellesley Hospital. 

PARENTS who prefer to 
ave their family doctors give 
he shots may do so by signing 
i card requesting it and the 
vaccine will be sent to the doc¬ 
tor. Obstetricians will be able 
to obtain the vaccine also upon 
request. i

The task of replacing the edi¬ 
fice will call for tremendous ef¬ 
forts on the part of the mem¬ 
bers of the church as well as on 
the response of citizens of other 
faiths.

The 
fire, the cause of which has 
been undetermined up to this 
writing, probably smouldered 
for several hours before a near¬ 
by resident reported an odor of 
smoke at 5 O'clock, three hours 
before the first alarm was 
sounded. It is felt, although 
not as yet confirmed, that the 
fire probably started in the 
furnace room below the chancel 
but until fire authorities com¬ 
plete their investigation, the 
cause cannot positively be 
stated. 

Eliot Congregational Church 
possessed many beautiful and 
irreplaceable stained-glass win¬ 
dows which were completely 
destroyed during fire. One, 
a stained glass window, depict¬ 
ing John Eliot preaching the 
Gospel to the Indians, was shat¬ 
tered. This window was put in 
when the structure was built in 
1889.

An 
original painting by either of 
these two would be priceless.

The 
yoke that holds it Is charred, 
but the hell is still usable. 

The general alarm fire drew 
apparatus from Boston, Bel¬ 
mont. Brookline, Watertown. 
Waltham, Needham. Natick and 
Wellesley and the combined 
forces of firefighters worked 
throughout the night to bring 
the hlaze under control Had it 
not been for the sleet and rain 
during the fire, a more general 
conflagration might have re¬ 
sulted as large sparks and fire 
fell as far away as Common¬ 
wealth avenue, almost three 
miles distant. 

A PRELIMINARY check of 
the granite walls, the only part 
of the edifice left standing, indi¬ 
cated that the upper parts were 
unsafe.

A noted author of many re¬

“The Gospel Jesus Preached” is 
scheduled for publication this 
year. 

He married the former Mary 
Young in 1928. The couple has 
two daughters.

Care of Heart Not Confined 
To Anv One Month of Year 


Care of your heart is a dally 
occurrence not confined to the 
month of February, designated 
as National Heart Month, but 
it 1 j wel. that some time be set 
aside for renewed emphasis. 

The episode of last September 
that took place in Denver, Col¬ 
orado, has brought heart disease 
into a clear focus. Our concern 
for President Eisenhower is far 
reaching, hut how did you react 
to the news? Did you feel des¬ 
pair for the President, lose hope 
because he had a heart attack? 
Just how did your f ars mani¬ 
fest themselves? I am sure you 
reacted with a variety of emo¬ 
tions. 

Misconceptions about illness 
are many, but the fables con¬ 
nected with heart disease are 
disturbing to us. Many feel that 
it is time to "give up” after a 
heart attack. Now we know fhat 
this is not true. Research has 
made enormous strides in dis¬ 
covering new surgical tech¬ 
niques. drugs and methods of 
rehabilitation. Often the cardi¬ 
ac patient can be helped to load 
a productive and normal life in 
his home and community. Early 
diagnosis and medical care may 
prevent and cure some forms of 
heart disease. Self diagnosis 
and treatment are dangerous 
tools in any illness. 

The foregoing is a summary 
of the discussion given by Mary 
Steinkrauss, Nursing Supervis¬ 
or at the recent monthly board 
meeting of the Newton Visiting 
Nurse Association. The Newton J 
Visiting Nurse Association par¬ 
ticipates in part-time nursing 
care of the cardiac patient in 
his home. In 1955, the visiting 


nurses made 1.726 visits to car¬ 
diac patients, approximately 
10 r r of our annual nursing care 
visits. Instructions regarding 
diet, bedside care of the patient 
and prevention of heart disease 
are given throughout the nurses’ 
visits The availability of this 
service upon advice of his 
physician, may help to shorten 
the patient’s hospital stay. 
With a better understanding of 
heart disease, members of the 
family can help the patient and 
themselves adjust more easily 
to the illness. 

The American Heart Associa¬ 
tion provides for continued 
heart research education for pro¬ 
fessional groups, public health 
and industrial programs. Dis¬ 
play material loaned by the Bos¬ 
ton office of the American Heart 
Association emphasizes the 
highpoints of the discussion to¬ 
day.

Under this program 
basic airmen selected for spe¬ 
cialized training at an Air 
Force technical school will re¬ 
main at the basic training cen¬ 
ter only six weeks instead of the 
usual eleven weeks for those 
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airmen not selected for techni 
cal schooling. 

Those airmen not selected for 
I a technical school are assigned 
to an Air Force career field for 
"on-the-job” training at an Air 
Force Base. They may make ap¬ 
plication for formal training 
from their base of duty station 
if qualified. 

Qualification for technical 
schooling is based on scores 
made on the aptitude tests ad¬ 
ministered in the third week of 
the basic training phase. 

It was also reported by the 
AF recruiters that enlistments 
for the Air Force are "wide 
open” and that there is no wait¬ 
ing period for those qualified. 

New airmen are given a 
choice of basic training sites 
which may be either Sampson 
AFB near Geneva, New York, or 
Lackland AFB, San Antonio, 
Texas.

A great many Republican politicians 
may win election contests next Novem* 
ber, if Ike is a candidate, and lose them, 
if he decides that what he wants to do is 
to retire to the quiet of his farm in Gettys¬ 
burg. 

The ebb and flow of political tides 
acrosB the nation will be affected by the 
decision he makes, and public careers will 
hang in the balance. 

It would be safe to say that the report 
by the medical jury means there is a good 
possibility that President Eisenhower will 
run. If it had been the other way, it, of 
course, would have eliminated him as a 
prospective candidate. 

Right now the guessing is that he will 
run. But it still is only a guess. Neither 
Republican nor Democrat leaders can 
afford to get too far out on a limb in 
either their plans or their predictions. 

• • • • 

Herter Hai Strength Throughout Country 

It is necessary to leave Massachusetts 
and visit some other state in order to fully 
appreciate the presidential possibilities 
offered by Gov. Christian A. Herter. 

Persons vacationing in Florida, for 
example, have been surprised to find news¬ 
papers in that region booming the pros¬ 
pects of “the big man from Massachu¬ 
setts,” if President Eisenhower doesn’t 
run again. 

The same thing is true in states 
throughout the Middle West and other 
sections of the East, where Herter has 
made public appearances in recent months. 

But there is nothing at all surprising 
about it, if you stop to analyze the situa¬ 
tion. If Ike decides that his physical con¬ 
dition will not allow him to stand for re- 
election, what presidential candidates does 
the Republican party have? 

Vice-President Richard M. Nixon ob¬ 
viously is one possibility. Gov. Herter is a 
second, and Sen. William F. Knowland of 
California a third. That just about com¬ 
pletes the list. 

-o- 

Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of California 
obviously considers himself Presidential 
timber but is just about alone in that op¬ 
inion. The only effect his entrance into 
the race would have would be to lessen 
the chances of Knowland and Nixon. 

The governors of New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Ohio, states which have big 
blocs of convention votes, are all Demo¬ 
crats. Gov. William G. Stratton of Illinois 
is a Republican, but he does not match 
Herter’s caliber. 

Unless you believe that the GOP 
might dust off Thomas E. Dewey or 
Harold E. Stassen, it doesn’t have many 
other choices that come to mind quickly. 

Herter is the outstanding Governor in 
the country. Knowland is the Republican 
leader of the Senate, and Nixon is the 
vice-president. 

Some political observers point out that 
Herter is at a geographical disadvantage 
since he is from a state at one extreme 
end of the nation. Nixon and Knowland 
certainly share that disadvantage because 
they are from the opposite extreme of 
the country. In addition, they are from 
the same state. 

This onlooker believes that there is 
a much greater likelihood that Herter 
will be nominated for President than 
there is that he will be selected as Ike’s 
vice-presidential running mate, if Mr. 
Eisenhower makes up his mind to seek 
another term. 

There is a great deal of hostility tow¬ 
ard Nixon both within his own party and 
outside it. Many Republicans do not like 
the idea of his being in a position where 
he would step into the Presidency, if any¬ 
thing happened to Ike. 

But it would be both embarrassing and 
awkward to drop him from the GOP na¬ 
tional ticket, if President Eisenhower is 
renominated. It would be something the 
Republican party hasn’t done since the 
Civil War days, when it nominated Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln for a second term. 

The President himself probably would 
be reluctant to have Nixon thrown aside, 
even though that is exactly what many of 
the party leaders might want to do, and 
he might insist on Ninon’s renomination. 

The situation, however, would be al¬ 
together different, if Ike steps out, and in 
such an event we believe that Herter 
would be a favorite over either Nixon or 
Knowland. 

Massachusetts is not as big a state as

California, but Herter in all likelihood 
would go to next August’s Republican na¬ 
tional convention with the solid support 
of the delegations from the six New Eng¬ 
land States and probably the bulk of the 
votes from such big Eastern states as 
New York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

That would be a fight in which Nixon 
and Knowland would cut up the votes in 
the West and Herter would stand prac¬ 
tically alone in the East. Knowland would 
get substantial backing from the Old 
Guard wing of the Republican party, but 
not as much as did the late Robert A. 
Taft, who never could quite make it. 

The way we see the present political 
picture is that Gov. Herter will assume a 
key post in President Eisenhower’s cab¬ 
inet, if Ike runs for reelection and wins. 
And Herter looms as potentially the head 
man in his party, if the President decides 
to retire to Gettysburg. 

In 1954, Herter was the only Repub¬ 
lican Governor in the country who won by 
a greater margin than he did in 1952. He 
served for 10 years in Congress, was a 
recognized authority on international 
affairs, and was selected one year as the 
nation’s outstanding Congressman. 

The foreign policy he advocates paral¬ 
lels almost exactly that of President Ei¬ 
senhower. He is a liberal Republican, just 
as is Ike. If Herter is not the logical 
GOP choice to carry the GOP Presidential 
banner, if Eisenhower is not a candidate, 
he certainly comes very close to it. 

Nelson for Unbossed Wore. Convention 

As our high school freshman daugh¬ 
ter would put it, The Boston Herald 
“goofed” when it recently published an 
editorial demanding that Republican State 
Committee Chairman Elmer C. Nelson 
resign so that he might be replaced at the 
head of the GOP organization by someone 
more sympathetic to Lt.-Gov. Sumner G. 
Whittier. 

In the same editorial, Nelson was very 
firmly told that he also should get off the 
Big Ten delegate-at-large slate to the Re¬ 
publican naional convention to make way 
for someone from Western Massachusetts. 

The editorial obviously assumed that 
Whittier is to be the Republican candidate 
for Governor, which is a fairly logical 
assumption, but it went even further than 
that and adopted the attitude that Whit¬ 
tier already has the privilege of exercis¬ 
ing the rights and prerogatives of the gu¬ 
bernatorial nominee, which is taking a 
little too much for granted. 

The Herald left the Republican 
party wide open to the charge that iti 
state convention to be held in Worcester 
next June already is being rigged and 
that the delegates attending that con¬ 
clave will merely be puppets dancing on 
the end of strings maneuvered by the 
party’s high command. 

Governor Herter was quick to recog¬ 
nize the risks involved, if such an im¬ 
pression became prevalent, and he lost no 
time in letting it be known that he did not 
consider himself either a dictator or a 
king-maker and that he was not backing 
anyone for the GOP gubernatorial nom¬ 
ination. 

It, of course, would be within the gov¬ 
ernor’s right to endorse a candidate for 
the nomination to succeed him, but if he 
did, he would not do so in the manner of 
The Herald and curtly order a party 
workhorse such as Nelson to walk the 
•plank. 

The only reason The Herald or Whit¬ 
tier would want to get Nelson out as the 
Republican State Committee chairman is 
that they obviously suspect that some 
place along the line Nelson may try to 
trip up Whittier and prevent him from 
getting his party’s endorsement for gov¬ 
ernor. 

Nelson obviously is not very enthu¬ 
siastic about Whittier. It does not breed 
enthusiasm when a candidate or his edi- 
. torial backers are trying to throw you out. 

But Nelson cut his political eye teeth 
a long time ago. He is one of the shrew¬ 
dest as well as one of the hardest work¬ 
ing politicians in the State. He knows 
that Whittier is an odds-on favorite to 
win the gubernatorial endorsement, no 
matter what transpires between now 
and the middle of next June. 

What Nelson apparently is trying to 
do is give any and all Republican candi¬ 
dates for governor an opportunity for 
a fair fight at the GOP State convention. 


Getting Acquainted With the 
Stuttgart Area 

We received an additional 100 
gallons of gas this month. I 
put In a request for an addition¬ 
al 50 gallons and the request 
went up to the General. He 
OK’d It. I think I mentioned 
that we are rationed as far as 
gasoline Is concerned and get 
only 100 gallons a month. We 
used our allotment up in 11 
days last month, so I explained 
our trips and requested the addi¬ 
tional for ‘educational purpos¬ 
es.” We got 100 gallons 

SATURDAY MORNING we 
visited a German commerce 
high school of 4000 students. 
We enjoyed it very much and 
were impressed with the way 
the boys dressed. Most all of 
them had tle3 and sport jackets 
on. The first class was history, 
and we couldn't understand any 
of it The teacher seemed to 
handle the class very well. The 
students asked us to tell them 
a lithe about America. We told 
them about high schools in the 
States. 

The second class was an Eng¬ 
lish class with another capable 
teacher. The subject of the day 
was the American press. I 
spoke most of the period about 
our newspapers. Ruth told them, 
In answer to a girl's question, 
about women’s magazines. One 
question they asked me was, 
“What is the difference In stan¬ 
dards of living between Ameri¬ 
ca and Germany?” This posed 
a difficult job. However, in the 
future, I believe that I will be 
a little more honest. I hemmed 
and hawed, and did my best 
to do the job without America 
sounding unbelievably wonder¬ 
ful, pointing out the advantages 
the Germans have. I think that 
this is a fine, brotherly way to 
handle such questions, but these 
people are old enough to be 
told the facts—in cold figures 
—if it is done in a kind way. 

The last class was also an 
English class. The teacher had 


no control over the pupils at 
all. We talked to this class too, 
and commanded a great deal 
more attention than the instruc¬ 
tor did when he spoke. 

WE WERE TAKEN to the 
school by the youngsters in the 
Baer family which we met 
through some of Ruth’s friends 
back in the States. The father 
of this family Is a jeweler, and 
I had him fix my watch. He did 
a fine job—put on new hands, 
gave me a new case and winder, 
and a new watch band. All for 
45 DM, which we thought was 
very reasonable. He also gave 
it a good cleaning. 

Sunday we went to see some 
nearby castles. We first went 
about 10 miles southwest of 
Stuttgart. On the way we pass¬ 
ed a hill which was supposed to 
be the highest hill around Stutt¬ 
gart. It was made from the 
dumping of bomb rubble that 
was hauled out of the city. We 
went on to our first castle. 

The castle is named Solitude, 
and was built by Prince Charles 
Eugenie of Wurtembcrg. It was 
his hunting lodge. During his 
glory, he had the Russian Czar 
visit him, and decided he want¬ 
ed to impress him. If he impres¬ 
sed him sufficiently, the Czar 
wouldn’t attack him later on. He 
had a ten mile road built, 
straight as an arrow, from the 
front of his lodge to his main 
castle in Ludwigsburg. He had 
this covered with salt, so that 
the Czar would be taken from 
the lodge to the castle and back 
on sleigh during the heat of 
the summer. The Czar was im¬ 
pressed. The lodge wasn't very 
large, and had been refinished 
recently. I was unimpressed. It 
looked too new, you know. I 
was more impressed by the 
numerous little houses that 
were scattered around the 
lodge. These housed the sol¬ 
diers who made up the prince’s 
bodyguards. After inspecting 
the Lodge, we drove over to 


the main castle. This was quite pressive! 


a pif.ee, but still too modem 
to fill the Imaginary Idea I 
had of a castle. It looked to me, 
more like partiamentary build¬ 
ings. We went through the 
throne room numerous bed¬ 
rooms and writing rooms, the 
chapel and theatre. There is 
almost no war damage in Lud¬ 
wigsburg, so the castle was 
saved although it is close to 
the center of town. Amerlcap 
bombers dropped leaflets telling 
the folks the to* n would be 
saved because of the priceless 
landmarks of castles, etc. 

LAST NIGHT we went to Es- 
slingen, about 10 miles north¬ 
east of Stuttgart. I have a 
youngster in school. He does a 
lot of hunting and came across 
an ammunition cache which he 
told me about. It was at the 
’ Burg,” another castle. I de¬ 
cided to go out and ?heck the 
place over to see if it was safe 
for him to be fooling around. 
We reached the castle a little 
too late to do much checking, 
but we were surely impressed 
with this ca3tle. It was one of 
the medieval structures, and 
was just the type of thing that 
I imagine when I think of a 
castle. The whole thing is on 
top of a hill. The walls are many 
feet thick, and there are round 
blockhouses every so often 
where the people lived who de¬ 
fended the castle. The main wall 
enclosed approximately 10 acres. 
All along the wall there were 
niches for soldiers. At no place 
was the wall less than 30 feet 
high. At one place the wall had 
fallen to pieces. It gives a per¬ 
son a strange feeling to stand 
in a place like this where 
people were waging wars with 
only stones and swords and 
bows and arrows a few hundred 
years- ago. The most impressive 
part about the whole thing was 
the size of the structure. These 
high walls, made of cut stone 
weighing tons apiece, were 
built without the aid of bull¬ 
dozers or derricks. Mighty im-

What Is as indispensable to 
a government as food is to an 
Individual? Isn’t It money? 
Without a continual flow of this 
a government would become so 
weak that it would be ignored 
both at home and abroad. 

Most of the money for gov¬ 
ernment use comes from taxa¬ 
tion. This is recognized as an 
essential function, perhaps the 
most basic function of govern 
ment. The U.S. Supreme Court 
has said, "The power of taxa¬ 
tion is the one great power on 
which the national fabric is 
based.” 

Unless a government is to 
have a split personality which 
would lead to discontent at 
home and distrust abroad, it 
will carry out its functions 
through means that accord with 
its principles. The way it uses 
its Constitutional powers Is a 
test of the genuineness of its 
principles, a touchstone for its 
integrity. 

One declared purpose of this 
country which is embedded in 
the Constitution is “to establish 
justice.” Our statesmen contin¬ 
ually approve this purpose, and 
we reaffirm lt each time wo 
pledge allegiance to "one na- 


Neither Whittier nor The Herald should 
object to that, if Whittier is sure of be¬ 
ing nominated as The Herald says he is. 
Such a policy would not cause the scars 
and the bad taste that would be left, if 
the other potential gubernatorial contend¬ 
ers are shoved roughly aside to make way 
for Whittier. 

An ironic twist to the situation is that 
The Herald, in demanding that Nelson 
step out as a delegate-at-large to the 
national convention, asked whether there 
! aren’t any Republicans west of Worcester. 

Indeed, there are. One of them is Gov- 
| ernor’s Councillor Bruce Crane from Dal¬ 
ton out in the beautiful Berkshire Hills. 

! Crane has indicated that he may oppose 
Whittier for the Republican nomination 
for Governor, and he is mainly the one 
for whom Nelson is trying to assure a fair 
fight. 

It would appear also that The Herald 
needs a little touching up on its geography 
in demanding that Nelson get off the dele¬ 
gate slate for someone from Western 
Massachusetts. 

The person who desires the place on 
the delegate slate is Whittier who lives in 
Everett. Nelson desides just outside Wor¬ 
cester, and according to our rough com¬ 
putation he lives at least 30 miles further 
west than does Whittier. 

Whittier from all the indications h°a 
& real chance to become governor. He 
should be able to win the nomination 
without a damaging struggle. His big 
fight will come next November, when he 
matches his strength with the Republican 
nominee. 


The lieutenant - governor’s editorial 
sponsors may be doing him a great dis¬ 
service in trying to make Nelson walk the 
plank. Nelson might be a very valuable 
aide in the campaign next autumn. It’s 
just possible that Whittier and the Re¬ 
publican party may need his experience, 
his steady hand and his organizational 
talents, when the going gets rough.

Cronin Faces Beal Opponent in Fnrbnsh 

Back in 1948, a chunky young man 
commanded the attention of several thou¬ 
sand persons by leaping to the front of a 
platform and leading three cheers for for¬ 
mer President Harry S. Truman during a 
big rally in Boston. 

He was still cheering when everybody 
else ran out of breath. Newspaper re¬ 
porters, seeking a touch of color for their 
stories, sought him out to get his name. 
They were surprised to learn that he was 
a member of the Democratic State ticket, 
a candidate for Secretary of State and 
that he was Edward J. Cronin of Chelsea. 

Cronin was one of the political prod¬ 
ucts of the Democratic sweep that year. 
He scored a tremendous upset by defeat¬ 
ing the supposedly unbeatable Frederick 
W. Cook, and he went on to win reelec¬ 
tion in 1950, 1952 and 1954. * 

At the moment Cronin is on an offi¬ 
cial junket to Trinidad with Lieutenant 
Governor Sumner G. Whittier, but if the 
news catches up with him concerning the 
Republican candidate he probably will 
face in next November's election, he’s like¬ 
ly to catch the first boat home. 


tlon—with liberty and justice 
for all.” 

The central problem of justice 
in taxation is how much each 
person shall pay. While every¬ 
one in a democracy should be 
liable for some payment in sup¬ 
port of his government, what 
he should fairly pay has to, de¬ 
pend on what he has. Equal 
payments would be Impossible; 
governments would starve. 
Equality in taxation means that 
those in the same financial situ¬ 
ation should pay the same 
amount. Justice demands that 
each should pay in accordance 
with his financial ability. 

There has been general agree¬ 
ment on this since the people 
came to have a voice in govern¬ 
ment. Before that lt was the 
practice to pack the tax load 
tightly on the backs of the mass 
of the people, usually by hidden 
sales taxes. Open ones often 
caused violent disturbances. 
Even then people desented un¬ 
just impositions, and a sales tax 
on any article is bound to take 
a larger proportion of a low 
income than of a high one. 

If taxes are to be levied ac¬ 
cording to financial ability, the 
government must know each 
man’s full financial strength. 
Over the centuries various 
means of measuring have been 
used. Once real property was 
a good measure, but when the 
immense fortunes, invested in 
widely varying ways, arose, 
and large incomes from busi¬ 
ness and professions became 
common. Income came to be the 
most Inclusive and reliable 
measure of ability to pay taxes, 
even though not a perfect one. 
(A man might have extensive 
unproductive properties held for 
pleasure or gain. Often local 
taxation can reach these.) 

Since all taxes are going to 
be paid from income, unless a 
capital levy is decreed, the di 
rect approach of taking for 
the support of the government 
a percentage of a taxpayer’s 
total income, or net income, is 
the method through which the 
result can best be foreseen and 
weighed, by taxpayers as well 
as legislators. 

There are some who ask how 
sufficient revenue can be rais 
ed by such a method. But after 
all, since all taxes are going to 
come out of income, where is 
the difficulty? All the money is 
there. There is no “new source” 
on which to draw, as some have 
suggested. There are only dif 
ferent means of taking the 
money out. The essential ques 
tlon for all those concerned 
about fulfilling the purposes of 
the Constitution is “Which way 
leads to greater justice?" 

The personal income tax has 
three advantages which put it 
in the lead. First, it can take 
account of the total intake of 


a taxpayer. No other tax even 
tries to do this. Next it can 
vary its rates as income varies. 
Only an income tax does this, 
yet this flexibility preserves the 
fairness of the tax as a man’s 
circumstances vary from year 
to year. It also adapts the tax 
to the variety of incomes with¬ 
in a year, for men’s ability to 
pay may vary more than in 
proportion to their Incomes— 
the cost of a home, beyond the 
middle incomes, seldom keeps 
step with rising income. 

Finally, the Income tax per¬ 
mits deductions for special ob¬ 
ligations such as the support of 
dependents, interest on debts, 
special losses, and family sick¬ 
nesses. It strips a man to his 
real tax-paying ability. No oth¬ 
er tax does this. A general sales 
tax, even with food and medi¬ 
cine exempted, Instead of giving 
a deduction for a new baby, 
presents a tax bill for the crib 
in which he lies, the blankets 
to cover him, the bottle from 
which he may drink, his cloth¬ 
ing, and even the pins to hold 
on his ever-wears. 

Massachusetts has a personal 
Income tax. The New England 
Committee of the National 
Planning Association has called 
it “one of the poorest in the 
country.” It advises a broaden¬ 
ing of the base, but this can¬ 
not be reasonably expected as 
long as one rate applies to all 
incomes from the lowest to the 
highest. And lt criticizes the 
peculiar kind of “progression" 
used in Massachusetts. 

This progression, or gradua¬ 
tion, was set in the law In 
1916. Its regularity has been 
distorted by temporary taxes 
and surtaxes, but the original 
rates were 1%% on “earned 
income", 3% on gains from sales 
of capital assets, and 6% on 
income in the form of dividends 
and interest. This is gradua¬ 
tion, not because a man who 
gets more Income can afford 
better food, better clothes, and 
more taxes, but because his in¬ 
come comes from an apparently 
out of favor source, such as 
investment in business—Harold 
M. Groves, the well-known econ¬ 
omist, thinks that if we are to 
make a distinction, which he 
disapproves, it would be more 
logical to put a higher tax on 
income that comes from merely 
holding a job than on that 
which comes from providing 
jobs. 

Is it not time that Massachu¬ 
setts set vigorously to work to 
improve its personal Income tax 
so that it may better measure 
each taxpayer’s ability to pay, 
and result in a just distribution 
of the tax load, which we have 
been warned is bound to con¬ 
tinue to Increase. The greater 
the load, the more important 
that it be fairly distributed.

Eddy House Dedication Recalls 
Mother-Love of Young Widow 


The story of how mother love 
in the heart of a young New 
England widow, who ninety 
years ago left her husband bur¬ 
ied on the banks of the Tigris 
River in Turkey, lies back of 
the dedication held last Friday 
afternoon in Auburndale, of a 
home for Mrs. Beryl Bowden 
Masters, another young widow, 
and victim of polio, whose doc¬ 
tor husband and small daugh¬ 
ter lie buried in the soil of 
Africa. 

THE NEW HOUSE, which is 
part of the .Walker Missionary 
Homes, a unique project of the 
Congregational Christian 
Churches, is called the Eddy 
House In recognition of Mrs. 
Josephine Russell Eddy of New- 
tonvillc, and her late husband, 
Dr. D. Brewer Eddy, widely 
known Congregational leader. 
Mrs. Eddy has been on the 
Board of Managers of the Walk¬ 
er Missionary Homes since 1910 
and an ardent worker for the 
Homes throughout the years. 

The new Eddy House, which is 
as 169 Grove street, Auburn¬ 
dale, has been built with the 
special needs of Mrs. Masters in 
mind and she will live there with 
her three sons, Christopher, 13; 
Robin, 10; and Michael, 6. Mi¬ 
chael, a polio viptim like Mrs. 
Masters, is paralyzed from the 
waist down. It was especially 
designed by architect Albert M. 
Kreider of West Newton and 
built by J. Dcrenzo of Needham. 
It has ramps and stove, sink, 
refrigerator, cupboards and 
other facilities so located as to 
be accessible to Mrs. Masters 
from her wheel chair. 

THE DEDICATION of the 
Eddy House recalls the tragic 
story of Mrs. Masters, whose 
life was shaken to its founda¬ 
tions in the brief space of twen¬ 
ty-two days in 1951. While serv¬ 
ing with her doctor husband in 
Mt. Silinda, Southern Rhodesia, 
Africa, polio struck killing Caro¬ 
lyn Masters, 4; permanently 
crippling Mrs. Masters and Mi¬ 
chael and taking the life of Dr. 
Masters. Mrs. Masters and chil¬ 
dren were flown to America by 
the American Board in 1952. Al¬ 
though English by birth Mrs. 
Masters is now a permanent res¬ 
ident alien and will become an 
American citizen as soon as the 
necessary time elapses. 

The dedication service was led 
by Dr. Randolph Seaman Mer¬ 
rill, minister of the Central Con¬ 
gregational Church of Newton, 
Newtonville. An introductory 
statement was made by Harold 
B. Belcher of Melrose, Treasurer 
of the Walker Homes. Franklin 
G. Field, well known in Boston 
musical circles, sang “Bless This 
House.” 

The Walker Missionary 
Homes are a successful experi¬ 
ment in Christian community 
living and the New Eddy House 
is the latest link in the chain of 
Christian concern which was 
started in 1868 by Mrs. Eliza 
Harding Walker whose name 
they bear. Born in Waltham, 
and educated at Mt. Holyoke 
College, Mrs. Walker sailed for 
Turkey under the American 
Board in 1852. Thirteen years 
later her husband died of chol¬ 
era and she with her four chil¬ 
dren, the youngest only six 
weeks old, made a 500 mile trek 
on mule back to a port on the 
Black Sea. 

IN AMERICA Mrs. Walker 


and the American Board dis¬ 
cussed the hardships of mission¬ 
ary families who had to leave 
young children in this country 
for education. Mrs. Walker first 
took into her home two such 
children of South Sea Island 
missionaries, then others, and 
others, until the first Walker 
Missionary Home was founded 
in 1868 under the Board. In 1929 
the Homes were incorporated 
and now have their own Trus¬ 
tees and Board of Managrrs. 

From a home for children the 
Homes expanded to take in mis¬ 
sionaries on furlough, nationals 
visiting the USA, and ’‘"tired 
missionaries. Frcr.t une liouso 
they grew to seven, located on 
3Va acres of land in the heart of 
Auburndale, Mass. Workers and 
nationals from 14 countries have 
lived there. 

The present Superintendents 
of Walker Missionary Homes 
are Mr. and Mrs. Raymond 
Olds. 144 Hancock street, Au¬ 
burndale.

As a second avenue of attack 
on the problem of dealing with 
the antiquated and confused 
firearms laws of the Common¬ 
wealth, Representative George 
E. Rawson of Newton has filed 
two bills for Public Safety Com¬ 
missioner Otis M. Whitney. 

House 1865, entitled “An Act 
Relative to Crimes Involving 
Firearms" plugs many loopholes 
in the present law and inserts 
definite, and in some instances 
increased, penalties for viola¬ 
tions of the firearms laws. 

House 2294, entitled "An Act 
Relative to Sale, Possession and 
Licensing of Firearms,” fur¬ 
nishes a more exact»definition 
of firearms and provides im¬ 
proved conditions requisite to 
the sale, possession and licens¬ 
ing of firearms. 


THESE RILES were carefully 
worked out by the Department 
of Public Safety in consultation 
with its own ballistic expert, 
Sgt. Collins, and the ballistics 
expert of the Boston police. The 
sponsors believe that passage 
of these bills will go far to clean 
up the present difficulties which 
lie in the way of preventing 
some of the unfortunate inci¬ 
dents which occur too frequent¬ 
ly in this state. 

The hill previously filed by 
Rep. Rawson and Commission¬ 
er Whitney for a commission to 
study all the aspects of the fire¬ 
arms problems will also be 
pressed for passage, as there 
Is still much to he done. The 
safety of the public is the only 
motive of the sponsors.

The Shields of The Earth 

By GEORGE LAWRENCE PARKER 

Centuries ago the Old Hebrew Psalmist cried out, 
“The shields of the earth belong unto the Lord.’ His ap¬ 
peal to the High Heavens for a shield and a protector is 
multiplied today a thousand-fold. All over the world 
nations, towns, and individuals are trying “to run to 
cover,’ trying to find a protected spot, or a protective 
weapon, or a safety-valve philosophy or a fool-proof form 
of political government that will assure them of security 
enough to live by. . 

The root cause of our multiple anxiety is nbt exactly 
fear and certainly it is not mere cowardice. Man was never 
more courageous than he is today. The main cause of our 
anxiety is nearer the surface than we think. It lies in the 
plain scientific fact that we have tied ourselves up into one 
single bundle of humanity and no nation, no individual can 
escape the dangers and inconvenieces of our crowded situ¬ 
ation. The telephone, the cable, the radio, the aeroplane, 
the bombers and the ships of the sea make ua' one single 
community. 

Civilization and history call upon us to turn, all at 
once, in the bed we have built for ourselves or else all of 
us will be spilled out together. Science used to talk about 
the survival of the fittest; today our ordinary talk speaks 
about the survival of humanity as a whole. We have made 
all sorts of shields for ourselves, ranging from radar to 
the atom bomb and the underground shelter, from U-boats 
in the ocean to planes in the air that travel a thousand 
miles in an hour. But most of our shields have reversed 
their meaning and have become our enemies and 
destroyers. 

Evidently, the shields of the earth are in very bad 
condition. They don’t seem to belong to anybody. It is high 
time, therefore, that we look for our shield elsewhere. My 
conviction is that we shall find it exactly where the old 
Psalmist found it, “the shields of the earth belong unto 
the Lord”. 

We can be sure at once that this is not a mere tradi¬ 
tional or superficial religious statement. Instead of. that 
it is so scientifically correct and true that it discovers the 
shield in the household closest of man’s own nature. Man 
carries the shield around with him all the time but does 
not seem to know that fact. Looking for protection to high 
theories and to artificial laws, thinking that they will un¬ 
cover our shield, is like a man who at midnight, without a 
light, looks into a dark closet for a black cat that is not 
there. 

The real shields of the earth belong to our moral 
constitution; to our citadels of decency; to our high towers 
of cooperation, of kindness, understanding and love; to 
our sense of relationship with each other; to our recogni¬ 
tion that we are all helpless creatures until we arrive at 
brotherhood among all mankind. 

These are the shields of the earth and there are no 
other shields. They belong unto the Lord. The making of 
them is a slow process: so slow that the Lord Himself 
has called upon us to assist Him in creating them.

The FBI reports that the cost 
of tracking down the Brink’s 
bandits will cost the taxpayers 
throughout the nation, over 
$1,218,211 over a period of six 
years, excluding, of course, any 
interest on this amount in six 
years if on deposit at 3%.

This is the second In a series 
of eight articles on Federal and 
State Income Taxes distributed 
by Boston Chapter of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Cost Ac¬ 
countants. 

Where can I get the answer to 
a question on Federal taxes? 

If you have an unusual tax 
problem, you should go to the 
local office of the Director of 
Internal Revenue or to a com¬ 
petent tax man. 

Is tlie pension I receive from 
my former employer considered 
taxable Income? 

Your pension is considered 
taxable income unless you con¬ 
tributed a certain amount to 
the pension plan through pay¬ 
roll withholdings. An illustra¬ 
tion will help to clarify the lat¬ 
ter situation: 

Assume that a man retired on 
January 1, 1955, at age 65. Dur¬ 
ing his period of employment he 
contributed a total of $9000 
towari a pension plan. The 
$9000 represents his investment 
in the pension plan. 

Assume further that the indi¬ 
vidual received $150 a month 
during 1955 from his pension. Of 
the $1800 received in 1955, he 
will have to report $1200. The 
remainder, $600, is considered 
a return of his investment. The 
taxpayer will continue to report 
the $120C each year for the re¬ 
mainder of his life. 

The $600 exclusion is deter¬ 
mined in the following way: Di¬ 
vide the investment in the con¬ 
tract ($9000) by the annual pay¬ 
ments ($1800) multiplied by the 
number of years a person of the 
taxpayer’s age is expected to 
live (this number can be ob¬ 
tained from actuarial tables 
available either from insurance 
firms or the Director of Internal 
Revenue). In the case of the tax¬ 
payer in this example the multi¬ 
ple is 15, so the $9000 invest¬ 
ment is divided by $1800 times 
15, or $27,000. The resulting 
fraction is one-lhird, which Is 
the proportion of the annual 
payments of $1800 which is con¬ 
sidered a return of Investment 
and not subject to tax. Thus, 
subtracting one-third, or $600, 
the taxpayer would report $1200 
of his pension income for the 
year as taxable. 

I retired on Jununry 1, 1955, 
and I am receiving u pension of 
$100 a month. During my period 
of employment I paid $3200 Into 
the pension fund. This was in 
addition to the amount contrib¬ 
uted by the employer. How 
should I report tills income in 
my 1935 tax return? 

You will not have to report 
your pension until you have re¬ 
ceived $3200. Thereafter, the en¬ 
tire amount received each year 
will be considered taxable in¬ 
come. Your pension is covered 
by a special rule which applies 
when both employer and employ¬ 
ee contribute to the cost of the 
annuity and the annuity pay¬ 
ments during the first three 
years will equal or exceed the 
employee's contribution. 

Are contest awards und prizes 
considered taxuble income? 

Generally speaking, yes. The 
payment received is usually 
deemed to be consideration for 
services rendered by the con¬ 
testant to the company mak¬ 
ing the award. In some in¬ 
stances, however, the amount 
received may be considered a 
gift rather than income for serv¬ 
ices rendered. A gift is not tax¬ 
able income. 

I am employed at a salary of 
$129 a week. 1 was ubsent from 
work because of sickness for 
three weeks. During tills period 
my employer paid me my regu¬ 
lar salary. How should I report 
this on my 1955 Federal return? 

If your employer has a wage 
continuation plan and you were 
injured or hospitalized for at 
least one day during your ab¬ 
sence, you may deduct $300 as 
"Sick Pay" on page 1 of the 
Federal return. If you were not 
injured or hospitalized, your de¬ 
duction will be $200. The $100 
deduction for the first seven 
calendar days is not allowed un¬ 
less an employee is hospitalized 
for at least one day during his 
absence or is injured. 
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In 1955 I sold my residence for 
a profit. How should I report the 
sale on my Federal tax return? 

’ It depends on whether or not 
you replaced the old residence 
with another residence. The re¬ 
placement must be made within 
one year before or after the sale 
of the old residence. 

Example: A residence pur¬ 
chased in 1938 for $8000 is sold 
in 1955 for $14,000, net of the 
broker’s commission. If the re¬ 
placement cost is $12,500, the 
amount taxable as a gain is the 
unexpended proceeds, $1500. If 
the cost a£ the new residence is 
$16,000, tncre would be no tax¬ 
able gain because there is no un¬ 
expended proceeds. 

When there is no replacement, 
the gain on the sale of your resi. 
dcnce is taxable. However, a 
loss on the sale of residential 
property is not deductible be¬ 
cause the purchase of a resi¬ 
dence is not considered a trans¬ 
action entered into for profit. If 
you own the property for six 
month o. less, 100% of the prof¬ 
it Is taxable; if you own the 
property for more than six 
months, only 50% of the profit 
is taxable. 

I sold my residence during 
1953. Two months before I sold 
it I repnpered and pulntcd the 
house at a cost of $790. May I 
deduct this amount from the 
sale price in figuring my prof¬ 
it? 

Yes. You may deduct redec¬ 
orating expenses incurred to 
make the house more saleable. 
These expenses must be in¬ 
curred within 90 days before the 
sale and must be paid within 30 
days after the sale.

Good resolutions for 1956 
should begin with a determina¬ 
tion to let facts—rather than 
worrisome fears—govern your 
attitude toward heart diseases, 
it was suggested today by the 
Worcester District Heart Chap¬ 
ter. 

“If you have any doubt about 
the condition of your heart, con¬ 
sult your doctor," said the 
Chapter. "If he finds that there 
is nothing wrong with your 
heart and circulation, needless 
anxiety can be eliminated. If 
a disorder is revealed, suitable 
treatment can be undertaken 
Immediately for the patient’s 
benefit." 

As a prelude to the 1956 
Heart Fund campaign, which is 
to be conducted here and in 
thousands of other communities 
throughout February, the As¬ 
sociation proposed that all citi¬ 
zens place these resolves on 
their New Year’s list: 

1. To learn the facts about 
the heart and its diseases, and 
to • avoid needless fears and 
worry. 

2. To shun self-diagnosis in 
favor of regular heart and 
health checks by your own phy¬ 
sician. 

3. To guard against excess 
weight, remembering that over¬ 
weight overworks your heart. 

4. To get the sleep and rest 
you need, because rest lightens 
the work your heart has to do. 

5. To keep fit by exercising 
moderately and regularly. But. 
remember act your age and 
don’t try to prove that you 
have the physical stamina you 
had 10 or 20 years ago. Stren¬ 
uous exercise may not harm a

is real if your heart and circu¬ 
lation are not in good order. 

6. To be alert to the dangers 
of respiratory infections which 
are more common during the 
winter months, and may place 
an added strain on the heart. 
Prompt medical treatment for 
such infections is important, 
especially for "Strep” throat, 
which may be the forerunner 
of rheumatic fever and rheu¬ 
matic heart disease in children. 

The Association pointed out 
that hope and optimism are in¬ 
creasingly warranted by the 
dramatic advances in diagnosis, 
treatment, prevention and care 
achieved in recent years as the 
result of heart research, and 
that where heart disease was 
once regarded as a sentence of 
death or life-long invalidism, it 
is now recognized that some 
forms of heart disease can be 
prevented, a few can be cured, 
and that almost all cases can 
be helped by proper treatment, 
especially after early diagnosis.

will stage an all-out, doorbell 
ringing drive through the entire 
community Sunday, to raise 
funds for the most intensive at¬ 
tack ever attempted on heart 
disease. 

Heart Sunday this year will 
find more *han 85,000 Heart 
Neighbors ringing a minimum 
of a million doorbells across 
the Commonwealth to make 
possible a btoadened program 
of research, education and com¬ 
munity services by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Heart Association, and 
this community, Heart Fund 
leaders announced today, will 
cabry its share of this imposing 
total. 

The high point of the Feb¬ 
ruary-long campaign is Heart 
Sunday, its major fund-raising 
effort. State chairman Howard 
Johnson said today that despite 
the urgency or the heart disease 
toll, there will be ‘no high-pres¬ 
sure approach on Heart Sun¬ 
day. 


“Our Heart Neighbors will 
simply say, 'T am here to ac¬ 
cept your Heart gift,’ Johnson 
declared. “Gifts will be placed 
in sealed en/elopes by the giv¬ 
ers. We hope most earnestly 
that every man and woman in 
Massachusetts will give accord¬ 
ing to his or her means, and 
we intend to make it as easy 
as possible to do so.” 

Strength o f the Heart Fund 
campaign on Heart Sunday will 
lie in the mass mobilization of

Says Opportunity Must Be 
Given To Gain Experience 


Ndalaningi Sithole, speaking 
before over 600 women attend¬ 
ing the Woi)d Day of Prayer 
service at the Newtonville Con¬ 
gregational Church, declared 
that in orde» to have the ex¬ 
perience whicli has been his as 
an educator in South Africa and 
a student in the United States, 
the opportunity must be given. 
"That opportunity,” he said, 
“came my way through mis¬ 
sions in South Africa, and 
through Christian men and wo¬ 
men all over the world who 
prayed and who financed those 
missions.” 

BORN TO pagan parents, and 
educated in mission schools and 
through comspondence courses 
v/ith the University of South 
Africa, Mr. Sithole claimed that 
he and others like him were al¬ 
tered by the influence of the 
Christian Church because “the 
Christian Ch .rch has something 
to say to the world.” The churth 
in South Africa, he went on to 
say. was faced with practical 
difficulties ir. the field when 
when it came to teach the spirit 
of Christ: there was no written 
language in South Rhodesia 
until the church came, and no 
hospitals. “Today,” he said, 
“there are 2* million Chrstians 
in Africa: 40% or 90 million of 
the continent cam read and 
write; the Bioie has been trans¬ 
lated into 3? of the 700 main 
languages, part of it into be¬ 
tween 200 and 300; there au-e 


churcnes and hospitals and 
schools. 

“The Church has been an in¬ 
strument for good,” he affirm¬ 
ed, “bring'ng together warring 
tribes, and creating better un¬ 
derstanding between the whites 
and blacks. Tne Christian faith,” 
he concluded, “has something 
for not any one tribe or race, 
but for all mankind. Jesus has 
given us a good standard, the 
standard of the cross; and when 
we look at the world through 
the eyes of the cross, life be¬ 
comes bigger than ourselves, as 
yellow ceases to be yellow, black 
ceases to be black, and white 
ceases to be white; God be¬ 
comes our Father, Jesus our 
brother, and we become ‘one 
flock with one Shepherd’.” 

MR. SITllOLE was introduc¬ 
ed to the congregation by Mrs.

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Governor Herter knows, as do prac¬ 
tically all other seasoned politicians, that 
whatever happens, there will be no open 
fight for the vice-presidential nomination 
at the Republican national convention and 
that the decision as to who will fill the 
second place on the GOP national ticket 
will be made at a conference of a small 
group of men. 

There is no question but that the Dem¬ 
ocrats will center a large part of their 
fire on Nixon, if Eisenhower and Nixon 
are the Republican standard-bearers next 
autumn. 

Top Democratic strategists believe 
that Nixon is extremely vulnerable and 
that a well-conceived attack upon him 
will shift a great many votes away from 
President Eisenhower, particularly since 
they intend to drive him to the voters 
that Nixon would become their president, 
if anything happened to Ike. 

A number of highly placed Republican 
eaders, including some of President Ei- 
faenhower’s closest advisers, also feel that 
[Nixon is the weak spot in their picture 
(and that he would be a liability rather 
:than an asset to their ticket. So far they 
'have not been able to bring the President 
laround to their line of thinking, but they 
th&ve not stopped trying, and the likelihood 
is that they will not stop trying right 
[down to the eve of the San Francisco con¬ 
vention—if Ike is the candidate. 

It will be President Eisenhower who 
; will make the final decision as to his 
■ running mate, in the event that he him¬ 
self consents to bear the presidential 
banner a second time. Mr. Eisenhower 
has some strong ideas about the right 
of a candidate for the presidency to 
choose the man who teams up with him 
on his ticket. 

He went so far at a press conference 
last year before his heart attack as to 
declare that a presidential candidate 
should refuse the nomination, if he could 
not get a running mate acceptable to him. 

The President, most of whose adult 
lifetime was spent in the army and is still 
a comparative novice in the field of poli¬ 
tics, is reportedly unable to understand the 
opposition to Nixon. Whether his lieuten¬ 
ants can make him understand it in the 
next six months remains to be seen. 

The Eisenhower advisers point out that 
Nixon’s approach to politics is directly op¬ 
posite to that of the President. Where 
Eisenhower is for unity and conciliation, 
they assert, Nixon is for division and ag¬ 
gression. 

Nixon himself has added fuel to the 
fires flaming against him. His statement 
in a Lincoln Day address when he said, 
referring to the Supreme Court, that "a 
great Republican chief justice has ordered 
an end to racial segregation in the nation’s 
schools,’’ was a serious blunder. The Su¬ 
preme Court is not a one-man body, and 

{ mrtisan politics is supposed to stop at 
ts doors. 

But if President Eisenhower decides 
to run again and if he stands firm in his 
insistence that he wants Nixon on the 
ticket with him, then Nixon it will be, for 
the objection to Nixon is overshadowed 
by the great desire to have Ike lead the 
Republican campaign in 1956. 

Under no circumstances would Gover¬ 
nor Herter oppose Nixon for the vice- 
presidential nomination, if Nixon is Eisen¬ 
hower’s choice, and that is why at the mo¬ 
ment Herter does not consider himself a 
candidate for anything. 

If those White House advisers, who 
want Nixon dropped, should get their way, 
the logical selection in Nixon’s place would 
be Governor Herter. But Herter can only 
wait to see whether such a situation de¬ 
velops. 

And if Ike confounds the GOP poli¬ 
ticians with an announcement that he will 
not run again, Herter would be the top 
contender for the presidential nomination. 

Those Republicans who are apprehen¬ 
sive that Herter will fade out of the pub¬ 
lic scene, if Eisenhower and Nixon make 
up the GOP national ticket, can put aside 
their concern. Herter unquestionably will 
« r eD into the cabinet, if President Eisen¬ 
hower achieves a second term.

leal Contest ioi Demociatic State Oiiices 

Hard fights for the Democratic nom¬ 
inations for governor, lieutenant-govern¬ 
or, attorney-general and state treasurer 
already are taking form. Some of them 
will be carried over from the pre primary 
convention in Worcester into the popular 


primary next September. 

It is possible that candidates who have 
not yet disclosed their political plans may 
move into certain of the races, partic¬ 
ularly the gubernatorial conflict, but this 
is how the contests shape up at this time: 

A stiff battle for the right to run as 
the Democratic nominee for governor will 
be waged between Executive Councillor 
Patrick J. McDonough of Dorchester, 
former State Treasurer Foster Furcolo of 
Longmeadow and Thomas H. Buckley of 
Abington, one-time state auditor and for¬ 
mer chairman of the state commission on 
administration and finance. 

Buckley has declared that he will make 
his big bid in the September primary and 
will not be bound by the action of the 
state convention. Furcolo may adopt a 
similar attitude. McDonough, as a result 
of his jump on the rest of the field, stands 
today as the favorite to get the nod of 
the convention but then would face a bit¬ 
ter fight in the primary. 

The big question mark in the Demo¬ 
cratic gubernatorial picture is District 
Attorney Grirrett H. Byrne. Some of 
the persons close to Byrne declare that 
he will seek the governorship. Others, 
who have access to him, predict that he 
will not. Byrne, the one person who 
really holds the answer, is saying noth¬ 
ing, and it may be that he has not made 
his final decision. 

If Byrne stays out, McDonough will 
have the role of favorite. Furcolo’s 
strength, however, is difficult to appraise. 
He defeated Congressman Philip J. Phil- 
bin by an overwhelming margin for the 
Democratic endorsement for the U. S. 
Senate at the 1954 pre-primary conven¬ 
tion, but it was difficult to estimate how 
many votes he got on his own and how 
many ex-Governor Dever swung to him. 

There also is a great deal of uncertain¬ 
ty as to what part, if any, Dever would 
take in a primary conflict. He has in¬ 
dicated that he will remain neutral. Even 
if he did not, however, he probably would 
find it much more difficult to take votes 
away from the colorful McDonough than 
it was from Philbin who did not make a 
strong fight in the Gerater Boston area. 

In appraising McDonough’s prospects, 
it is well to remember that he made a very 
late start in 1954 and then came surpris¬ 
ingly close to defeating Robert F. Murphy 
for the gubernatorial endorsement at the 
pre-primary convention, even though Mur¬ 
phy had powerful backing from fellow 
members of the Legislature. 

Murphy on his own could not have 
defeated McDonough, who topped him for 
three ballots. It wasn’t until Dever step¬ 
ped in and broke the logjam that Murphy 
was able to win. McDonough made his 
fight in six weeks last time. This time he 
is devoting six months to it, and he will 
be a hal'd man to match. 

Top contenders for the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant-governor are 
Executive Councillors George A. Wells of 
Worcester and former Rep. James A. 
Burke of Hyde Park. 

They were the contenders for the same 
endorsement in 1954, and Burke won. On 
that occasion, however, at least half of the 
delegates had left the convention hall and 
gone home before the balloting started 
for second place on the Democratic ticket. 

Burke might have won under any cir¬ 
cumstances, but it would have been hard 
to convince Wells’ supporters that that 
was so. Their return match should be an 
extremely interesting one. 

A hot battle for the Democratic en¬ 
dorsement for attorney-general will be 
fought by Boston City Council President 
Edward J. McCormack, Jr., nephew of 
Congressman John W. McCormack; 
Rep. Joseph D. Ward of Fitchburg and 
Governor’s Councillor Endicott (Chub) 
Peabody of Cambridge, former Harvard 
football player. 

McCormack’s supporters would have 
been much better satisfied if there had 
been no pre-primary convention. They are 
fearful that the conclave may be con¬ 
trolled by legislators, as it was in 1954, 
and that the House members may be able 
to swing the endorsement of Ward. 

They have been urging McCormack to 
bypass the convention and run in the pri¬ 
mary, where he would be the favorite. 
The popular City Council head is still 
watching developments but is almost cer¬ 
tain to do so, if he feels the convention is 
rigged against him. 

Not much attention ordinarily would 


EDITORIAL 

Beautiful Eliot Congregational Church, dedicated to 
the teaching and principles of God and to the salvation 
of man, stands today in ruins. Yet from these ruins will 
rise another Eliot Church edifice to carry on the work 
which has been so ably undertaken in the demolished 
structure in the past. 

It will rise again only after great efforts by mem 
bers of this church and, we hope, by the generous and 
responsive action of all citizens of this community, irres¬ 
pective of their religious beliefs. For Eliot Church served 
a great need and did a great work. Administered ably 
and completely by Rev. Dr. Ray A. Eusden, It accom¬ 
plished a great good which cannot be erased by the Are 
which ravished destruction upon the beautiful edifice. 

Already there are indications that many citizens of 
this city, irrespective of creed, are responding to the need 
for funds with which to rebuild a structure which once 
again will be Eliot Church, in deed as well as in fact. 

But admirable as the response has been thus far, it 
is not enough. The church cannot be rebuilt unless money 
for its re-building becomes available. It is not enough 
that the members of the Eliot Church congregation res¬ 
pond to the limit of their financial ability. It must be that 
citizens not of the Congregational faith nor of the Eliot 
Church aid materially by responding and joining with 
the membership of the church to attain what must now 
appear a herculean effort.

Budget-time is upon us again 
— municipal wise, that is. Prior 
to January 1st budgetaiy re¬ 
quests were prepared and pre¬ 
sented to the Mayor by all City 
departments, but, as you know 
from the Mayor’s inaugural ad¬ 
dress, all, including that of the 
School Department, were return¬ 
ed for furthir scrutiny with a 
view for possible cutting and 
consequent tax savings. In Feb¬ 
ruary the budget requests as 
finally prepared by the Mayor, 
will be submitted to the Board 
of Aldermen for consideration. 
Between the time of presenta¬ 
tion and April 1st, the Finance 
Committee of the Board will be 
sitting late into many nights 
hearing the heads of the va¬ 
rious departments explain their 
budgetary requests; these hear¬ 
ings are not open to the public. 

Finally, sometime in March, 
for it must by law be approved 
by April 1st. the budget as re¬ 
commended by the Finance 
Committee wih come before the 
Board of Aidermen in open 
meeting where, after discussion 
of each item, the budget will be 
voted. With the exception of 
the School Department budget 
request, the Board of Aldermen 
may cut the budget requests 
as submitted by the Mayor or 
accept them without change, 
but there can be no increase of 
them. 

But what of the School De¬ 
partment budget; how is that 
different? Though the manage¬ 
ment and control of the public 
schools is vested in our School 
Committee by provision in our 
City charter and though the 
members thereof are elected In 
City elections yet the powers 


and duties A such Committee 
are imposed b> the laws of the 
Commonwealth; hence the 
School Committee members be¬ 
come almost State officials 
functioning on a local basis. 

Consequently the budget, pre¬ 
pared by th* school Committee 
in November and presented to 
the Mayor by December 1st, 
must be honored by the Board 
of Aldermen as presented to 
them without Increase or de¬ 
crease, unless upon action in 
the Courts the budget Items 
are found improper. This budg¬ 
et covers th» operating expens¬ 
es of the schools, the salaries, 
all supplies, and all books, but 
it does not cover maintenance 
and improvement of school 
buildings, new buildings, or debt 
service. These Items appear in 
the budget o. other City depart¬ 
ments, for, wnile it is the School 
Department which has exclusive 
custody of the operation of the 
schools and instruction therein, 
it is the City which builds and 
owns the buildings. 

And what has municipal 
budget-time rot to do with the 
ordinary citizen — except that 
eventually he will have to pay 
the Innumerable Items? Well, 
in reference to the Pchool De¬ 
partment budget it is time for 
every Newton citizen to pon¬ 
der some basic questions about 
education right here in New¬ 
ton. This is especially so since 
the 1955 School budget came In 
for some sharp criticism on the 
floor of the Board of Aldermen. 

It Is time lor each one of us 
to ask what kind and quality 
of education we want in the 
Newton schools; we should ask 
ourselves which is more sacred 


— high quality of education for 
cur children, the best, or one 
of the lowest tax rat^s in the 
Commonwealth. We are "among 
the richest cities of its size in 
the United States,” as the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Dtpartment of Com¬ 
merce puts t "ranking fourth 
in the family income in 1949, 
among the 131 cities in the 
United States with populations 
of over 50,000. ’ Can we afford 
the best quality In teaching per¬ 
sonnel and services, or can’t 
we? 

Costs of education have gone 
up and will continue to rise — 
we have more children to edu¬ 
cate, - (3,736 more since 1945), 
demanding uore buildings to 
house them, necessitating more 
teachers to teach them, — (134 
new teaching position have been 
new teaching positions have been 
and of course salaries have 
risen. Our oer pupil expendi¬ 
ture for 1954-’55 was $309, but 
four other Massachusetts com¬ 
munities top us, — Brookline, 
Cambridge, Salem, and Bel¬ 
mont. It is true that 33-35% 
of Newton’s municipal costs go 
for education, but YOU must 
decide this crucial question — 
are YOU willing to pay more 
to retain the best quality in 
teaching personnel and to re¬ 
tain and maybe enlarge our 
special services offered in the 
Schools. 

So important is this question 
that each of you should call or 
write your three Aldermen (one 
Ward and two at-large) right 
now to let them know your feel¬ 
ings. They art our elected local 
representatives and as such 
should be advised on such im¬ 
portant matters of policy

ate President Richard I. Furbush is his 
adversary in the November election. 

Cronin, incidentally, accompanied Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Whittier on the recent 
official junket to represent the Common¬ 
wealth in Trinidad. While representing 
the state, according to dispatches, Cronin 
put on rags and marched as a beggar in 
the big parade of Trinidad’s celebration. 

That is a rather novel costume for an 
elected official supposedly representing the 
great Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
but apparently it was Cronin’s idea of the 
thing to do. 

Buckley, who remains out of the lime¬ 
light, has no prospective opponents in 
either party at present. No one has step¬ 
ped out to challenge him for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination, and so far there are no 
candidates for the Republican endorse¬ 
ment for state treasurer.

Pupil Ancestry 

Pupils in Miss Avis Walsh’s 
Jr. Ill English classes have just 
finished a unit on “America: A 
Nation of Nations". A survey 
of the classes showed English, 
Scotch, Irish, Italian, Russian, 
French, German. Swiss. Polish, 
African, and Scandinavian an¬ 
cestry. Each pupil selected his 
own heritage and studied the 
history, the men and deeds that 
the country had contributed to 
America and World progress, 
the literature, the art, and the 
music. 

Some of the research work 
was done by committees. 
Throughout the study pupils 
learned how to use the local 
and main libraries to find books, 
pictures, and recordings to illus¬ 
trate their units. 

In exploring the countries of 
their ancestors in story, song, 
and pictures, pupils learned how 
to use encyclopedias, biogra¬ 
phies, and histories, and to make 
correct bibliographies. They in¬ 
terviewed parents and the art 
and music teachers for specific 
materials about their chosen 
country. They learned how to 
select and organize their ma¬ 
terials for.presentation orally to 
the class, and to proofread for 
errors in spelling, punctuation, 
capitalization, and sentence 
structure in their illustrated 
booklets. 

Outstanding booklets and dis¬ 
plays of costumes, china, silver, 
coins, stamps, and paintings 
were placed in the display cab¬ 
inets of the Warren Junior High 
School. 

The unit gave pupils a chance 
to be proud of their ancestry 


and it heightened their appre¬ 
ciation of their own country as 
a nation who owes much to 
those who brought their cul¬ 
tures with them from overseas. 
The whole project, "America: 
A Nation of Nations," proved 
rich in occasions for interrelat¬ 
ing the language arts (reading, 
writing, speaking, and listen¬ 
ing) with music, art, history, 
tiavel, and geography.

) When the famous New York editor on'oe told his cub re- 
. porters that "When a dog bites a man it is not news, but when 
; a man bites a dog. It Is news." Like all slogans this one has 

I * |to be modified and reversed if we would get at the truth 
about the weather of the .1955-56 winter, for like the old hour¬ 
glass by which we measure time, it does not "keep time" un¬ 
less we turn it upside down. 

The weather of this winter has not only bitten in but in 
very large degree we have turned around and bitten the 
weather. Our teeth have been on edge and our nerves have 
growled and barked all over the lot. The constant dull skies, 
the Incessant rain and the obstinate thermometer have made 
news which overtops all other news. Europe is having at this 
moment a cold and ice-sheeted winter such as has not been 
known for nearly a century, and around Boston and Newton, 
business, domestic life, schools and engagements of all sorts 
have been scrambled eggs in a frying pan. We have always 
considered that to talk about the weather is the limit of 
stupidity, but this winter has given us little else to talk 
about. To talk about it and yet not be pessimistic and angry 
will turn out to be our highest report and of wisdom. To Be 
at peace just now with our environment since December 1, 
3955 will turn out to be at least a sign of mental and spirit¬ 
ual adjustment to forces out of our control. To a large extent 
our adjustment to the weather is an expression of faith, that 
tests our confidence in the universe. Our union with both so- 
called good weather and so-called bad weather is a kind of 
marriage contract which in the Prayer Book says, "... must 
not be entered into lightly or inadvisedly but soberly, discreetly 
and In the fear of God." It tarries echoes of deep meaning 
Into all parts of our nature, and insight on our learning self- 
control within ourselves when everything outside of us is clear¬ 
ly beyond our control. 

All of this kind of philosophy does not offer us a solution 
of the weather but does throw some light on proper rules of 
good conduct and good manners toward our inseparable com¬ 
panion. Like an inseparable and trusted companion such a 
companionship allows us to enjoy a sense of humor at his 
expense and our friend never gets any more an^ry at us if we 
joke about him. There are three weather-stories about this 
matter which are worth remembering. It is a tradition that 
when all of Boston complained about the fierce Northeast 
wind at Park and Tromont Street. Oliver Wendell Holmes re- 
marked. "Boston ought to tether a shorn lamb in front of the 
ark Street Church because God tempers the wind to a shorn 
Jamb. Holmes thus helped to make Boston warmer! In the 
same way Mark Twain gave, us a good clue when he said 
everybody talks about the weather but nobody does anything 
about It. This has in It a touch of reverence at least. 

In my own experience, in my boyhood in Kentucky I heard 
an old-fashioned negro preacher pray to the Almighty for 
rain, "Lord, send us rain 'cause our crops is dying an’ will 
starve if rain don't come. Don't send us a sizzle-sozzler! Send 
us real rain. In the middle of his prayer the rain came, the 
steeple of the church blew down and the windows blew in 
with a hurri’eane! But the old preacher met the situation with 
some wisdom! He first quieted his frightened congregation 
and then in a calm self-nossessed voice he looked up to the 
leaking roof and said, "Now. Lord, this is ridiculous." If the 
old preacher practiced religious impertinence, lie at least ex¬ 
pressed in his own way a friendship with the Almighty on a 

prayers^lacl- an<l untlorstan<iabl ° bas,s - a quality which many 

There are signs also of Impertinence in our present-day 
prophecies that science is foretelling a new sun that will circle 
the earth and. for a while at least, compete with the sun that 
we have always known. Irreverence and ignorance can go no 
further! We arc warned that modern science may need our 
forgiveness as much as the old negro preacher needed it. And 
the familiarity with which our breakfast-table radio "slaps 
the weather on the back" is another warning of the same kind, 
as splendid as it is, if we place it under the control of our 
minds. 

It seems bfertain that if we cannot understand the weather 
we can and must stand it. Clad in our finite garments of 
flesh and blood we are wholly finite and subject to insurmount¬ 
able Inconveniences and Interruptions; clad in possible gar- 
ments of adjustment we may wrap ourselves in the foldings 
Infinity and lose our fears. By adding bad personality or 
** . te ™ ppr to baf * weather we create total badness out of 
attainable goodness. To say "Peace, be still,” is still our best 
nope In the face of all tempests! 


Make Study of Tuberculus 
Meningitis In Children 


Dr. Herbert Kaufmann, at 
Boston City Hospital, is one of 
82 pediatricians throughout the 
country who are cooperating in 
a study of tuberculous menin¬ 
gitis in children, which is spon¬ 
sored by grants from the US. 
Public Health Service and by 
Christmas Seal grants from the 
National Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion and the Massachusetts Tu¬ 
berculosis and Health League. 

Tuberculous meningitis, 
which affects the covering of 
the brain and spinal cord, is 
the most dreaded of possible 
complications of pulmonary 
tuberculosis In children, 
"Through this study," said Dr. 
Kaufmann, "it is hoped to de¬ 
termine, on a scientific basis, 
whether Isoniazid should be 
routinely prescribed for any 
child who has a tuberculous in¬ 
fection, even though no symp¬ 
toms are apparent. If this is 
true, it will be the first drug 
to prove of value in preventing 
serious complications in chil¬ 
dren with (list infection tuber¬ 
culosis. The studies, now near¬ 
ing the completion of the first 
year, show that no serious toxic 
effects have resulted from ison¬ 
iazid. 

The nation-wide research 
study has developed from a 
previous research project at the 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, 
where Dr. Edith Lincoln had 
observed that no child had de¬ 
veloped tuberculous meningitis 
while being treated with the 
drug isoniazid. Dr. Shirley H 
Fcrebee, who is directing the 
study with Dr. Carroll E. 
Palmer, said that within a year, 
2,000 children will be involved 
and that 70 per cent of them 
will be under the age of five. 
The children will be treated for 
one year from the time pri¬ 
mary infection is discovered 
and will be fallowed thereafter 
for at least one additional year. 

The study involves a budget 
of 176,618 of which the U. S. 
Public Health Service and the 
National Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion have allocated a total of 
$54,509. The Newton Tubercu¬ 
losis and Health Association re¬ 
ports that the meningitis re¬ 
search is only one of forty med¬ 
ical research projects on vari¬ 
ous phases of tuberculosis 
sponsored by the National Tu¬ 


berculosis Association through 
the financial support of its af¬ 
filiates. The Newton Tubercu¬ 
losis and Health Association, 
one of 3,000 affiliates of the 
NTA. gives 6 per cent of the 
Christmas Seal funds raised in 
Newton to the National Asso¬ 
ciation, which in turn, budgets 
one sixth of its income to re¬ 
search. Additional research 
projects and special research 
demonstrations arc being sup¬ 
ported in Massachusetts by 
Christmas Seal funds.

HOUSE BILL 1268 
Editor, Newton Graphic: 

On January 23, 1956, the Leg¬ 
islative Committee on Cities 
heard House Bill 1268, intro¬ 
duced by Representative Joseph 
.O’Loughlin of Boston at the re¬ 
quest of the Alumnae and Home 
and School Association of the 
Girls' Latin School.- This bill 
requested the authorization of 
the taking of certain public 
lands in Boston by the School 
Committee for the erection of 
a new Girls’ Latin School build¬ 
ing. For two years the School 
Department has sought this 
land so that its unique and 
highly successful system of spe¬ 
cialized central schools could be 
maintained. They were also 
prompted by the knowledge 
that, except for the Trade High 
School for Girls, there was no 
public school in that area of 
Boston bounded by the harbor, 
thc< Charles River, and east of 
Dudley street—that large area 
of Boston representing the 
North End. the West End, the 
city proper, the Back Bay, and 
a large area of Roxbury—where 
a girl could obtain a high school 
diploma. However, the land was 
peremptorily denied them by 
the Mayor and the appointed 
Park Department. 

We do not seek to establish 
a precedent by asking for park 
lands for already land has been 
granted to various groups for 
various purposes, lt now be¬ 
comes a question whether the 
young student is deserving of 
the same consideration shown 
these other groups. Surely a 
world famous school is a better 
advertisement for Boston than 
a derelict field in the center of 
town. Certainly in return for 
taxes paid, the taxpayer de¬ 
serves an education for his 
daughter lather than a few 
petunias on tax-free land for 
a privileged few residents. Too 
lang the cause of education has 
been the whipping hoy in Bos¬ 
ton—there is money and land 
for everyone and everything but 
the school system. 

From tho entire state has 
come support for Bill 1268; ad¬ 
verse criticism lias been purely 
personal. May we therefore 
hope that the Committee will 
find it possible to file its report 
very soon as thousands of par¬ 
ents. alumnae, and friends of 
the School are vitally interested 
in its final disposition.

Haverhill Biggest in 
Shoe Manufacture 

Massachusetts continues to 
lead all other states in shoe 
production. In December the 
Commonwealth produced 9.- 
672.000 pairs. 55% more than 
the second largest state, New 
York, as reported by the U. S. 
Dept, of Commerce. New Eng¬ 
land Shoe and Leather Associ¬ 
ation reports that in 1954, 
Haverhill, with value of shoe 
output of $41,183,247, employ¬ 
ing 5.060 production workers 
who earned $13,303,573 in 
wages, was the largest shoe 
producing city of the Common¬ 
wealth. Boston ranked second 
with $37,606,486 value of prod¬ 
uct, Brockton $33,662,310, Lynn 
$21,535,785. Lowell $17,461,520. 
Marlboro $17,111,009, Worces¬ 
ter $16,487,296, Lawrence $14,- 
418,547, Cambridge $11,020,312, 
Middleboro $10,480,391, Salem 
$3,738,022 and Hudson $2,329.- 
051, These places produced 66% 
of the Commomvealth’s total 
shoe output .reported at $341,- 
879,135. 

High Penetration 
Of Television 

Television Magazine esti¬ 
mates that during 1955 the 
number of television homes in 
Massachusetts reached 1,328,- 
490, or 9271 of the total of fami¬ 
lies, estimated at 1,450.900. For 
these sets the retail price was 
placed at $5,334,024,000. The 
highest concentration in the 
state was in Berkshire and 
Bristol Counties where the 
number of television homes 
was estimated at 95% of the 
total families. 

Furniture Output 
Substantial 


Although not regarded as a 
furniture state, Massachusetts 
ranks among the top ten in the 
nation, employing 9.875 work¬ 
ers in making household and 
ofllce furniture, as sown by the 
Federal census of 1954.

STAMP TOPICS 


Twenty-three countries have 
issued commemoratives in 1054- 
55 in honor of the 50th anni¬ 
versary of Rotary International, 
and six more are expected to 
follow suit shortly. Collectors 
who have chosen this popular 
topical group usually try to 
include three earlier issues from 
Austria, Brazil, and Cuba, hon¬ 
oring Rotary conventions. Those 
interested will find an up-to- 
date checklist on these Rotary 
issues in the December. 1955 
isue of Scott’s Monthly Journal. 

Topicals arc those stamps 
which arc collected for their pic¬ 
tures, regardless of country of 
issue. They are collected ac¬ 
cording to subject, such as 
ships, maps, a r c h i tecture, 
sports, flowers, etc. One of the 
most widely collected topical 
fields is “ships.” In February, 
1954, a set was issued by the 
Falkland Island Dependencies 
which pleased the heart of many 
a topical collector. Fifteen 
stamps comprise the set, and 
each stamp, ii. addition to the 
picture of Queen Elizabeth II, 
shows a different ship against 
a background of glaciers, snow 
anil ice. The ships arc all ves¬ 
sels which have participated in 
Antarctic voyages. 

This is an extremely interest¬ 
ing set, but the most interest¬ 
ing part, to me is the fact that 
the l%d. value bears the pic¬ 
ture of a small ship named the 
“Wyatt Earp ’’ Now, Mr. Earp, 
as any TV fan knows, was one 
of the West’s most famous gun- 
toting peace marshalls. How his 
name came to appear on a 
stamp from an authority thou¬ 
sands of miles away was deeply 
mystifying. 

A letter to the Crown Agents 
in London quickly cleared up 
the mystery. The ship, a motor 
fishing vessel, was built in Nor¬ 
way in 1910 and named the 
“Fanefjord," and was of -100 
tons displacement. Lincoln Ells¬ 
worth, the famous explorer, ac¬ 
quired her about 1935 and used 
her on two voyages to the De¬ 
pendencies. He named her after 
the famous Western gunman for 
a reason known only to himself. 
However, 1 surmise that the 
reason might be that Wyatt 
Earp was at one time marshall 
in Ellsworth, Kansas. She was 
with the Royal Australian Navy 
for a while and is now in opera¬ 
tion in Australian waters un¬ 
der the name of "Wongala.” 
This set of stamps should there- 


ducted a verv live and interest¬ 
ing topic session.

Your Income Taxes 

This is the second in a series 
of eight articles on Federal and 
State Income Taxes distributed 
by Boston Chapter of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Cost Ac¬ 
countants. 

Where . an I get the answer to 
a question on Federal taxes? 

If you have an unusual tax 
problem, you should go to the 
local office of the Director of 
Internal Revenue or to a com¬ 
petent tax man. 

Is the pension I receive from 
my former employer considered 
taxable income? 

Your pension is considered 
taxable income unless you con¬ 
tributed a certain amount to 
the pension plan through pay¬ 
roll withholdings. An illustra¬ 
tion will help to clarify the lat¬ 
ter situation: 

Assume that a man retired on 
January 1, 1955. at age 65. Dur¬ 
ing his period of employment he 
contributed a total of $9000 
towarl a pension plan. The 
$9000 represents his investment 
in the pension plan. 

Assume further that the indi¬ 
vidual received $150 a month 
during 1955 from his pension. Of 
the $1800 received in 1955. he 
will have to report $1200. The 
remainder, $600, is considered 
a return of his investment. The 
taxpayer will continue to report 
the $120C each year for the re¬ 
mainder of his life. 

The $600 exclusion is deter¬ 
mined in the following way: Di¬ 
vide the investment in the con¬ 
tract ($90001 by the annual pay¬ 
ments ($1800) multiplied by the 
number of years a person of the 
taxpayer’s age is expected to 
live (this number can be ob¬ 
tained from actuarial tables 
available either from insurance 
firms or the Director of Internal 
Revenue). In the case of the tax¬ 
payer in this example the multi¬ 
ple is 15, so the $9000 invest¬ 
ment is divided by $1800 times 
15, or $27,000. The resulting 
fraction is one--hird, which is 
the proportion of the annual 
payments of $1800 which is con¬ 
sidered a return of investment 
and not subject to tax. Thus, 
subtracting one-third, or $600, 
the taxpayer would report $1200 
of his pension income for the 
year as taxable. 

I retired on January 1, 1955, 
and I am receiving n pension of 
$100 a month. During my period 
of employment I paid $3200 into 
the pension fund. Tills was in 
addition to the amount contrib¬ 
uted by the employer. How 
should I report this income in 
my 1955 tax return? 

You will not have to repprt 
your pension until you have re¬ 
ceived $3200. Thereafter, the en¬ 
tire amount received each year 
will be considered taxable in¬ 
come. Your pension is covered 
by a special rule which applies 
when both employer and employ¬ 
ee contribute to the cost of the 
annuity and the annuity pay¬ 
ments during the first three 
years will equal or exceed the 
employee’s contribution. 

Are contest uwards and prizes 
considered taxable income? 

Generally speaking, yes. The 
payment received is usually 
deemed to be consideration for 
services rendered by the con¬ 
testant to the company mak¬ 
ing the award. In some in¬ 
stances, however, the amount 
received may be considered a 
gift rather than income for serv¬ 
ices rendered. A gift is not tax¬ 
able income. 

I am employed at a salary of 
$120 a week. I was absent from 
work because of sickness for 
three weeks. During this period 
my employer paid me my regu¬ 
lar salary. How should I report 
this on my 1955 Federal return? 

If your employer has a wage 
continuation plan and you were 
injured or hospitalized for at 
least one day during your ab¬ 
sence, you may deduct $300 as 
“Sick Pay” on page 1 of the 
Federal return. If you were not 
injured or hospitalized, your de¬ 
duction will be $200. The $100 
deduction for the first seven 
calendar days is not allowed un¬ 
less an employee is hospitalized 
for at least one day during his 
absence or is injured. 

In 1955 I sold my residence for 
a profit. How should 1 report the 
sale on my Federal tax return? 

It depends on whether or not 
you replaced the old residence 
with another residence. The re¬ 
placement must be made within 
one year before or after the sale 
of the old residence. 

Example: A residence pur¬ 
chased in 1938 for $8000 is sold 
in 1955 for $14,000, net of the 
broker’s commission. If the re¬ 
placement cost is $12,500, the 
amount taxable as a gain is the 
unexpended proceeds, $1500. If 
the cost of the new residence is 
$16,000, there would be no tax¬ 
able gain because there is no un¬ 
expended proceeds. 

When there is no replacement, 
the gain on the sale of your resi. 
dcnce is taxable. However, a 
loss on the sale of residential 
property is not deductible be¬ 
cause the purchase of a resi¬ 
dence is not considered a trans¬ 
action entered into for profit. If 
you own the property for six 
month o. less, 100%> of the prof¬ 
it is taxable; if you own the 
property for more than six 
months, only 50% of the profit 
is taxable.

Dr. Albert Buckner Coe of 
Boston, nationally known Con¬ 
gregational Christian church 
leader and Moderator of the 
General Council of Congrega¬ 
tional Christian Churches in 
America, will speak at the third 
Lenten Service of the Newton 
Highlands Congregational 
Church on "Our Conference — 
Its Work, Its Vision” on Wed¬ 
nesday, February 29, at 8 P M. 
in the Parish Hall. Dr. Frederic 
Groetsema, who has arranged 
the programs, will lead the 
meeting. 

AS MODERATOR of the Gen¬ 
eral Council, the highest hon¬ 
orary post which it is in the 
power of the denomination to 
bestow upon a member of Its 
fellowship, Dr. Coe is the elect¬ 
ed leader for the 1954-56 bien¬ 
nium, of around 6000 churches 
with a membership of 1,283,754. 

Dr. Coe came to his national 
post with an unusual back¬ 
ground of knowledge about the 
different parts of the USA, for 
he is a Southerner by birth, 
has held successful pastorates 
in the Middle West and New 
England, and is now Minister 
and President of the historic 
Massachusetts Conference of 
Congregational Christian Chur¬ 
ches, with headquarters on Bea¬ 
con Hill, Boston. 

Not only is Dr. Coe the mem¬ 
ber of a family which has sup¬ 
plied leaders In the Protestant 
ministry for five generations, 
but he has two sons who are 
Congregational Christian minis¬ 
ters in Massachusetts and Con¬ 
necticut. Furthermore, two of 
hia brothers are Congregation¬ 
al ministers. 

AS A WORLD traveler, Dr. 
Co* has visited India and Cey¬ 
lon, going there as a member 
of a special deputation for three 
and a half months under the 
American Board, and the Near 
East and Europe in the inter¬ 
ests of Relief and Reconstruc¬ 
tion work. In the spring of 1955 
he made a Moderator’s tour of 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

Nationally, Dr. Coe has serv¬ 
ed his denomination on the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the Gen¬ 
eral Council and was national 
Chairman of the Congregational 
Committee for War Victims and 
Reconstruction. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Committee on Direc¬ 
tion of the Federal Council Com¬ 
mission for Study of Bases for 
a Just and Durable Peace. 

His interests stretch from Tal¬ 
ladega College in Alabama and 
Berea College in Kentucky to 
Lady Doak College, in Madura, 
South India, ahd Andover-New- 
ton Theological Seminal y in 
Newton, for he is a trustee of 
all these institutions. He is also 
a member of the Prudential 
Committee of the American 
Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, the oldest 
foreign missionary society in 
America. 

HE WAS a delegate to the 
First and Second Assembly of 
the World Council of Churches, 
and to the International Congre¬ 
gational Council in St. Andrews, 
Scotland, in *953. 

Dr. Coe has been a gjiest 
preacher in Great Britain and 
Canada and is in much demand 
as a speaker in the colleges and 
universities of the USA. He is 
an Alden-Tult.ill lecturer at Chi¬ 
cago Theological Seminary this 
year. He has written for various 
publications and is the author 
of two books, "Born for Vic- 
toy" and "Let Us Pray." 

Dr. Coe was born in North 
Carolina and educated at West¬ 
ern Maryland College and Yale
